A Transgendered Cop and a Transgendered Criminal

San Francisco Police 
Sergeant Stephanie Thorne 
announced on Thursday, May 
5, that she will undergo a sex 
change operation. She made 
the announcement at a press 
conference outside SFPD’s 
Ingleside Station. 

“I am a female to male 
transsexual,” Thorne told 
reporters. “I will be under¬ 
going sex reassignment 
surgery later this month.” 

Thorne has been a police of¬ 
ficer for 14 years and has been 
with the SFPD for the last ten. 
When asked what her reasons 
were for this procedure, it was 
unclear whether the question 
referred specifically to the 
operation or to the public an¬ 
nouncement. But Thorne pro¬ 
vided answers for both. 

“I’m changing my gender to 
match the gender identity that 
exists internally and psycho¬ 
logically. [It] has been a lifelong 
situation for me that I am now 
going to [be] physically and 
medically correct,” she said. 

“The only choice that I had 
in the matter was a choice 
whether or not [to] live my life 
openly, honestly, truthfully, 
and as wholly as possible. That 
is what this process is about for 
me.”

Trudi Cordova was arrest¬ 
ed at the Hall of Justice on 
May 4 and charged with at¬ 
tempted murder and assault 
with a deadly weapon. 

Cordova, who was convict¬ 
ed in 1977 for the stabbing 
death of Robert Hillsborough, 
a 33-year-old city gardener, 
was in court on procedural 
matters stemming from 
felony charges of passing 
stolen checks, brought by the 
District Attorney’s office. 

Cordova is also set for trial 
on July 11 on unrelated felony 
charges of possession of hero¬ 
in, possession of heroin for 
sale, and being an ex-felon in 
possession of a firearm. 

Cordova is free on bond of 
$30,000 in the two cases. 

“John Trudi Cordova was 
charged with one coufit of at¬ 
tempted murder and one 
count of assault with a deadly 
weapon — knife — upon the 
person of Brian Boyce,” Assis¬ 
tant District Attorney Lou 
Lipset told the Bay Area Re¬ 


porter. 

“Ms. Cordova was ar¬ 
raigned in Department 12 on 
May 6, and pleaded not 
guilty,” Lipset said. “The 
charges stem from an inci¬ 
dent on April 24.” 

Cordova will appear for a 
bail hearing on the attempted 
murder charge on Thursday, 
May 12. 

“This is a violent felony 
and the people are opposed to 
any bail for Ms. Cordova. If 
the ^legations are true, Ms. 


Cordova is an absolute dan¬ 
ger to society. There should 
be no bail,” Lipset said. 

Cordova has two prior seri¬ 
ous felony convictions—Hills¬ 
borough’s murder, which she 
committed at the age of 19 
and for which she served four 
years in state prison, plus a 
later robbery in which a gun 
was used — in addition to the 
recent unrelated attempted 
murder, drug and weapons 
and passing stolen checks

The 'N Touch 

Gets Touched by the Cops 


Gay and Lesbian 
Visitors Center To 
Open in San Francisco

A local business group 
working to boost the city’s 
tourism-based economy plans 
to open a San Francisco Gay 
fis Lesbian Visitors Center in 
the Castro during the sum¬ 
mer, but the sponsors are 
keeping the precise location 
under wraps until they make 
a formal media announce¬ 
ment. 

With the backing of local 
business leaders in San Fran¬ 
cisco and 16 other major U.S. 
cities, the Gay & Lesbian Vis¬ 
itors Center of New York, 
Inc. is working to establish a 
national network of gay and 
lesbian visitors 
centers in cities 
frequently visited 
by lesbian and 
gay tourists. 

Each one will 
be supported by 
participating local 
dues-paying busi¬ 
nesses, both gay- 
owned and gay-friendly, who 
offer free information to out- 
of-town visitors. “The purpose 
will be to promote the host 
cities as a gay and lesbian 


destination center,” says Mark 
A. Gilbert, president of the 
New York Gay 8& Lesbian 
Visitors Center, Inc. 

The nation’s first gay and 
lesbian tourism office and an 
800-number information hot¬ 
line opened last summer in 
New York, in the heavily gay 
Chelsea district of Manhattan, 
a neighborhood bordered by 
the West Village to the south 
and Midtown on the north. 

“San Francisco’s office will 
open after the Gay Games,” 
Gilbert says. 

A local site has been select¬ 
ed and the lease negotiated 
for “the best location in the 
heart of the Castro,” he says. 

Gilbert declined 
to identify the ex¬ 
act location to the 
Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, because 
local sponsors 
don’t want the lo¬ 
cation known in 
advance. “We’re 
not ready to an¬ 
nounce it yet,” he says. 

Yet, based on Gilbert’s de¬ 
scription of the location and 
limited commercial vacancies 
(Continued on page 19)

“They were caught paying 
off on video machines,” Vice 
Inspector Vince Repetto told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “I 
went in undercover two 
weeks ago and was paid off 
by the management. We ob¬ 
tained a search warrant and 
went in and seized the ma¬ 
chines.” 

No one was cited in the 
misdemeanor gambling viola¬ 
tion, which will be referred to 
the District Attorney’s office. 
Two large bank bags of coins 
were also seized in the bust. 

According to Repetto, the 
police often receive com¬ 
plaints about video machines 
from customers who have lost 
a lot of money from playing 
the machines. 

“Sometimes we get com¬ 
plaints from bars who have 
had machines removed and 
are now losing customers to 
bars who have them,” Repet¬ 
to said. 

The lucrative machines are 
hard to beat. Each poker 
hand costs a quarter and cus¬ 
tomers who do win are typi¬ 
cally paid off at a quarter a 
point — but only after they 
have first won 20 games. 

The two video machines 
and the confiscated cash were 
booked in the police property 
room in the basement of the 
Hall of Justice.

Tenderloin gay leader 
Hank Wilson’s Ambassador 
Hotel, a residential hotel that 
is home to many low-income 
people with HIV and AIDS, 
is the beneficiary of a unique 
fundraiser by two local 
Wherehouse record stores. 

The fundraiser is the 
brainchild of Wherehouse En¬ 
tertainment assistant manager 
Albert Smith, who said he 
was moved by the efforts of 
the Tenderloin hotel’s staff 
and onsite community social 
service workers to care for 
people with AIDS. 

The employees of the 
stores had wanted to organize 
a fundraiser for an AIDS hos¬ 
pice or service group, and af¬ 
ter watching a recent KRON 
documentary about the hotel, 
Smith suggested the Ambas¬ 
sador. 

“I was struck by the self¬ 
lessness of the hotel staff 
working in the Tenderloin, 
with no funding, a few volun¬ 
teers... I thought, ‘This is the 
organization I want to help,”’ 
Smith told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Smith contacted several 
record labels and video pro¬ 
duction companies to see if 
they would be interested in 
helping make the fundraiser 
possible and was over¬ 
whelmed by the positive re¬ 
sponse. 

The Wherehouse event is 
called “The Sale of The 
Decades,” and runs the entire 
month of May. Each week 
features artists and films from 
a different decade, beginning 
with the 1950s and ending

with the 1980s. 

According to Smith, Capi¬ 
tol, IRS, Priority, and Electra 
Records have each sponsored 
a week. Each label has donat¬ 
ed CD and video boxed sets 
to be raffled off every Friday 
in May. 

The first week of the raffle 
included Capitol Records jazz 
collection. The second week 
of the fundraiser features a 
raffle of a boxed Beatles set 
and Beatles posters. The third 
week of May features a com¬ 
pilation of music of the 70s, 
including Queen, the Eagles, 
and others. The 80s raffle dur¬ 
ing the last week of the 
month will feature IRS 
Records sets, including the 
Go-Gos and (General Public. 

“Raffle tickets are $1 each, 
and customers aren’t just buy¬ 
ing one but sometimes five,” 
Smith said. “We hope to raise 
$1,000 for the Ambassador. 
The Tenderloin is a blighted 
area and the work these peo¬ 


ple do is incredible. They 
have so much compassion.” 

During the raffle, the two 
record stores are also playing 
a video of the KRON docu¬ 
mentary about the Ambas¬ 
sador Hotel, and the weekly 
theme for the fundraiser is 
enhanced by in-store man¬ 
nequins dressed with clothing 
from the era provided by Vin¬ 
tage Boutique clothing stores, 
which offered to decorate the 
raffle areas. 

Smith said the funds will 
be turned over to AIDS Indi¬ 
gent Direct Services, which 
will maintain an account for 
the Ambassador, and said 
that the money will go to as¬ 
sist residents with special 
needs or to spruce up their 
living situation.

Where's Walter? 

Caplan Goes to San Quentin

Disbarred gay attorney 
Walter Caplan was remanded 
to state prison on Friday, 
May 6, after San Francisco 
Superior Court Judge Ina 
Gyemant denied a plea for 
bail pending appeal of his 
felony convictions. 

Caplan was sentenced by 
Gyemant to four years and four 
months in state prison last 
week for embezzling $40,000 
from the late Chau'les Cyberski, 
a former client who died of 
AIDS, and $25,000 from 
Robert Owens, a client who 
died of cancer. 

“The defendant has a re¬ 
markable disregard for the ju¬ 
dicial process. He has shown 
a remarkable ability to ma¬ 
nipulate documents and mon¬ 
ey,” Gyemant said in her or¬ 
der. 

Gyemant had offered the 
defendant the option to plead 
guilty to the charges before a 
six-week trial, which conclud¬ 
ed last month. Under the plea 
offer, Caplan would have 
been sentenced to six months 
in an offender’s program. He 
turned down the offer. 

Gyemant was loudly booed 
for her decision as she exited 
the courtroom by an emotion¬ 
al supporter of Caplan’s, one 
of a crowd of friends and sup¬ 
porters — including Caplan’s

mother — that half-filled the 
courtroom, according to ob¬ 
servers. 

A flight risk 

“I’m happy with the deci¬ 
sion. She agreed that he was 
a flight risk based on his his¬ 
tory of dealings with clients 
and his access to funds,” said 
Assistant District Attorney 
Donald Sanchez. 

Sanchez had argued last 
week that Caplan should be 
immediately remanded, and 
Gyemant ordered him into 
custody but changed her 
mind and Caplan was free 
pending today’s ruling. 

“I feel wonderful. I’m very 
relieved this part is over. I am 
confident that the Court of 


Appeal will reject an appeal. I 
haven’t seen anything the 
judge ruled incorrectly about 
which would reverse this mat¬ 
ter,” Sanchez said. 

Sanchez, who described 
Caplan as “clearly sociopath- 
ic,” said the defendant will be 
transferred to the reception 
center at San Quentin after a 
weekend stay in county jail. 

At San Quentin, Caplan 
will undergo evaluation by 
the Department of Correc¬ 
tions, which will assess 
whether to place him in a 
maximum, moderate, or min¬ 
imum custody prison facility. 

Attorney Doron Weinberg, 
Caplan’s criminal defense 
lawyer, will appeal the con¬ 
viction. T 
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Delta Loses HIV'ers Lawsuit

A San Mateo Superior 
Court jury has awarcied Joe 
Sullivan, a former Delta Air¬ 
lines employee with AIDS, 
$275,000 for invasion of priva¬ 
cy. The jury also found that 
Delta had violated state labor 
laws protecting workers in al¬ 
cohol or drug rehabilitation 
programs from being fired. 

But the jury deadlocked on 
charges that Delta was guilty 
of AIDS discrimination, and 
tossed out Sullivan’s claims 
that he was harassed and 
fired in 1991 because he has 
HIV disease. 

Sullivan, a 13-year career 
reservations and sales manag¬ 
er with the airline, sought 
punitive damages and back 
pay in the suit, which was 
filed in 1992. 

The jury found that Delta 
had violated Sullivan’s priva¬ 
cy because Donna O’ Leary, 
his former supervisor, had 
maintained and circulated a 
list of employees whom she 
believed suffered from HIV 
throughout the airline’s now- 
closed San Francisco office. 

Delta acknowledged that it 
began compiling such infor¬ 
mation on employees after a 
1991 incident in which an 
HIV-positive San Francisco 
sales agent suffered a nose¬ 
bleed, and another agent as¬ 
sisting in cleaning up the 
blood. 

Delta insisted in court that 
officials later ordered man¬ 
agers to discontinue keeping 
such lists. 

The airline, which has $2.2 
billion in assets, said Sullivan 
was fired in 1991 because of 
poor performance and unreli¬ 
ability, after he sought and re¬ 


ceived treatment for sub¬ 
stance abuse. 

“The fact the jury dead¬ 
locked on the AIDS discrimi¬ 
nation charges clearly disap¬ 
points us,” Ralph Petersen, 
Sullivan’s chief counsel, told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “But, 
we are very pleased with 
what we did win. We did win 
the invasion of privacy cause 
and the tortuous discrimina¬ 
tion in violation of public pol¬ 
icy and the labor code viola¬ 
tions.” 

California policy and labor 
law requires employers with 
25 or more employees to rea¬ 
sonably accommodate em¬ 
ployees who are seeking 
treatment for the abuse of al¬ 
cohol or other substances. 

Shocking, even for lawyers 

Petersen declined to dis¬ 
cuss whether he would file 
charges of ethics violations 
against Delta attorneys with 
the California State Bar, over 
their conduct in the case. 

“No comment,” Petersen 
said. 

Delta lawyers repeatedly 
proposed to the court that 
prospective jurors in the case 
be required to complete a 
questionnaire — uncJer the 
penalty of perjury — which 
would have revealed their 
HIV status. 

HIV status is confidential 
under California law. 

“This was a long and com¬ 
plicated case,” Petersen said. 
“It was a seven week trial. 
We’re all exhausted. The law 
was cutting edge and there 
was a lot for the jury to ab¬ 
sorb.” ▼ 


Tenderloin Murder-Suicide

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A 37-year-old gay man, 
whose affections for a 26-year- 
old were unrequited, shot and 
killed the young man who 
turned him down and then 
turned the gun on himself in 
a tragic Tenderloin murder- 
suicide on May 9. 

The incident, at 238 Leav¬ 
enworth Street, is under in¬ 
vestigation by San Francisco 
police homicide inspectors 
Alex Fagan and Mike John¬ 
son. 

Gabriel Rodriguez-Castro, 
the manager of the 16-unit 
apartment building where the 
bizarre incident occurred, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that 
the killer had just rented an 
apartment in the complex 11 
days before he shot the 
younger man. 

“I was at work and my 
friend called me and said I’d 
better come home, and that 
there had been a shooting and 
somebody died. I rushed 
home and the police were 
here,” Rodriguez-Castro said. 

The incident occurred at 
3:30 in the afternoon. 

According to Rodriguez- 
Castro, the plder man had ap¬ 
parently known his victim 
sometime before the incident 
and had moved into the build¬ 
ing to be closer to the individ¬ 
ual in hopes that his affec¬ 
tions might be returned. 

“I didn’t know that. Appar¬ 
ently he was jealous and the 
other man just wanted to be 
friends,” he said.

the slaying. 

The apparent killer, a Fil¬ 
ipino, had worked as a legal 
clerk for temporary agencies. 

According to Rodriguez- 
Castro, the tenant who was 
murdered was Hispanic, had 
lived at the site for about 
eight months, and was “an 
ideal tenant” who lived with 
his transsexual girlfriend for 
several years. 

“He was very macho and 
nice looking and had a lot of 
people after him.” 

The murder-suicide oc¬ 
curred in the younger man’s 
apartment, after the killer 
went from his apartment to 
talk to the man. Shortly after¬ 
wards, he pulled out a 
chrome-plated Rueger hand¬ 
gun and shot the victim point 
blank six times. 

The assailant then re¬ 


moved his dentures, stuck the 
gun in the roof of his mouth, 
and pulled the trigger, accord¬ 
ing to Rodriguez-Castro. 

Police were assisted by 
management and associates in 
translating the victim’s lover’s 
account of the killing. 

“The police were very pro¬ 
fessional. They were very 
good. My friend translated for 
the drag queen who didn’t 
speak much English,” Ro¬ 
driguez-Castro said. 

The victims were identi¬ 
fied as Jon Magilaya, 37 and 
Juan Cuevas, 26.. ▼ 
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Walking Two Abreast Cancer Cure? 

May 22 Walk Confronts 
Lesbian Health Crisis: Cancer

When you join the Third 
Annual Women and Cancer 
Walk, starting at 12:30 p.m., 
Sunday, May 22 in Golden 
Gate Park, you’ll be making 
history, according to its orga¬ 
nizers. The Walk is sponsored 
by a coalition of eleven multi¬ 
cultural community-based 
health groups, known collec¬ 
tively as the Women and Can¬ 
cer Project, and nowhere in 
the country has such a rain¬ 
bow of women mobilized in 
the name of our health crisis. 

It all started a few years 
ago, says project co-founder 
Abby Zimberg, with a few 
women schmoozing after an 
AIDS Bike-A-Thon. 

The event had generated 
money, and also served as an 
awareness-raiser for the pub¬ 
lic. Why, wondered Zimberg, 
co-founder Nancy Levin, and 
their friends, couldn’t a simi¬ 
lar large-scale public event be 
produced that would raise 
consciousness about women 
and cancer? They decided to 
try, and the annual event was 
inaugurated as part of the 
“Human Race’’ in 1992, a year 
in which the number of wom¬ 
en who died of breast cancer 
alone approximated the num¬ 
ber of Americans who died 
throughout the Vietnam war. 

In 1993, when 30 women 
died of cancer each hour, the 
Walk went independent, and 
the funds it raised for its 
member organizations were 
in many cases the biggest sin¬ 


gle grants they received all 
year. This year, organizers 
have placed greater emph 6 isis 
on getting the word out, says 
volunteer Sally Arce Douglas. 
“We have 30 or 40 volunteers 
working — tabling in shopping 
areas, putting out flyers at li¬ 
braries, bookstores and cafes. 
We’ve even done some adver¬ 
tising. “But.’’ Arce Douglas 
added, on her way to spread 
the news to the crowds at 
Berkeley’s Cinco de Mayo, “we 
really need a lot of people to 
come out and walk.” 

Poverty is a risk factor 

More than violence, more 
than the automobile, the dis¬ 
ease is the leading killer of 
adult women 35-54, and stud¬ 
ies have suggested that les¬ 
bians are at even higher risk 
than the general population 
for breast cancer. 1993’s 
groundbreaking health stud¬ 
ies by the San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Health fo¬ 
cusing on Lesbian and Bi 
women certainly revealed the 
Bay Area women’s communi¬ 
ty as one where underem¬ 
ployment and low income 
were the norm, and as the 
Project’s statement empha¬ 
sizes, “Poverty is the most 
powerful cancer risk factor.” 
Poverty and its stresses create 
conditions leading to “late di- 
a^oses, poor treatment, and 
high mortality. Limited access 
to quality care and underrep¬ 
resentation in studies con¬ 
tribute to [low income wom¬ 
en’s] high mortality rates.” 


Queer women are active in 
the organizing work of the 
Women and Cancer Project, 
and also represented among 
the groups sharing the funds 
generated by the 5K pledge 
walk. Recipient groups in the 
coalition, many of whom first 
learned of one another and 
began to network as an out¬ 
growth of the Walk, are 
Lyon-Martin Women’s Health 
Services, the Bay Area Black 
Women’s Health Project, 
Breast Cancer Action, the Na¬ 
tional Latina Health Organi¬ 
zation, the Older Women’s 
League, the Women’s Cancer 
Resource Center, the Viet¬ 
namese Community Health 
Promotion Project, San Fran¬ 
cisco’s. and Oakland’s Native 
American Health Centers, 
Mujeres Unidas y Activas, 
and the Charlotte Maxwell 
Complimentary Clinic, which 
provides alternative health 
services at no cost to low-in- 
come women. 

Starting at 1:30, Walk par¬ 
ticipants can enjoy music by 
local artists and encouraging 
words from representatives of 
the Project’s member groups. 
Activist/author Judy Brady, 
editor of One in Three: Wom¬ 
en Confront an Epidemic 
will also speak. 

Zimberg extended a spe¬ 
cial welcome and invitation to 
the men in the gay communi¬ 
ty, now so aware of what it 
takes to deal with an epidem¬ 
ic, to join the Walk. “The 
point is, we need to work to¬ 
gether.” T 


Bike-A-Thon Still Rolls Along 
After 10 Years and $2,200,000

The tenth annual AIDS 
Bike-A-Thon, set for May 21, 
is expected to draw an esti¬ 
mated 1,200 riders to raise 
funds for local AIDS service 
groups. 

Organizers say that the 
event, which has raised $ 2.2 
million dollars since it began, 
may top the $2.5 million 
mark during this year’s race. 

Bicyclers have a choice of 
four courses to ride — includ¬ 
ing a strenuous 100 -mile 
course that travels into south¬ 
ern Sonoma County from its 
starting point at the Log Cab¬ 
in on Lincoln Drive in the 
Presidio, and winds back 
through the city after a 6-8 
hour trek. 

Riders who are not in tip¬ 
top condition or who aren’t 
serious bicyclers have three 
other courses to choose from, 
including a 63-mile course, a 
25-mile course, and a 12-mile 
course, says John McEnhill, a 
longtime Bike-A-Thon volun¬ 
teer. 

Riders seek pledges from 
sponsors for their runs and all 
funds are turned over to the 
designated AIDS organiza¬ 
tions by the Bike-A-Thon, 
McEnhill said. 

Beneficiaries of the event 
include the AIDS Emergency 
Fund, STOP AIDS Project, 
Oakland’s Center For AIDS 
Services, and a dozen other 
AIDS service groups, such as 


Lyon-Martin Women’s Health 
Services, Kairos, Project In¬ 
form, and the AIDS/HIV 
Nightline. 

Since the first Bike-A- 
Thon in 1984, the event has 
involved over 10,000 bikers 
and 2,000 volunteers; riders 
have hiked over 6 , 000,000 
miles for AIDS groups 
throughout the Bay Area. 

Riders will be treated to a 
buffet lunch and rest area 
snacks, such as Edge bars, 
plus water bottles provided by 
MCI and other goodies, 
McEnhill told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Ron Wilmont, a person 
with AIDS who has secured 
$ 66,000 in pledges over the 
last six years of the annual 


event, will return again and 
try to top last year’s pledges 
of $24,000. 

Wilmont’s health prevents 
him from attempting the 100 - 
mile course, but he will ride 
the second longest course of 63' 
miles. 

Until this year, the annual 
event was held on Mother’s 
Day weekend, but organizers, 
after polling participants, 
moved the annual fundraiser 
to a later date so as not to 
compete with other events of 
that weekend. 

Bike-A-Thon is sponsored 
by the San Francisco chapter 
of Different Spokes, a lesbian 
and gay bicycle club. For 
more information, call 703- 
0288.

When radio station KFRC 
tried to cash in on the wave 
of intolerance that has made 
stars of Rush Limbaugh and 
Howard Stern, San Francis¬ 
cans reacted strongly and neg¬ 
atively to radio announcer 
Gary Bryan’s anti-gay re¬ 
marks on the airwaves, and 
demanded a response. It took 
six weeks for the “oldies” ra¬ 
dio station to admit it was 
wrong to broadcast Bryan’s 
homophobic comments on his 
Wednesday, April 23 show, 
but at least the station has 
now acknowledged the im¬ 
propriety. 

On Wednesday, May 4, a 
messenger arrived at the 
B.A.R. offices with an apolo¬ 
gy to the lesbian and gay 
community from KFRC sta¬ 
tion manager David Bram- 
nick. “KFRC was wrong,” 
Bramnick wrote in part, “in 
not promptly responding with 
a statement reflecting the sta¬ 
tion’s policy and position on 
Gary Bryan’s remark. By al¬ 
lowing time to elapse and of¬ 
fering no explanation or apol¬ 
ogy, we created a climate in 
which it was increasingly dif¬ 
ficult to determine the most 
appropriate channel for our 
response.” 

The response from KFRC 
was written only after politi¬ 
cal pressure was applied by 
an alliance between the gay/ 
lesbian community, San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors 
Susan Leal and Carole Mig- 
den, and the organization Chi¬ 
nese for Affirmative Action. 
CFAA, as reported by Asian- 
Week, demanded an apology 
from KFRC after another of 
its radio announcers, Paul J., 
said anti-Chinese sentiments 
on the radio. 

Despite the letter, the 
B.A.R. wanted to know if 
KFRC plans to involve its 
employees in sensitivity train¬ 
ing, hire any openly gay and 
lesbian radio announcers, or 
sponsor future AIDS projects. 
This reporter telephoned 
KFRC to find out; no one 
was available, and Bram- 
nick“was out for the day.”

The telephone call ended up 
in the voice mail of a Ms. 
Catherine Van Duzen. 

Fed up with KFRC’s com¬ 
munication blockade of recep¬ 
tionists and answering ma¬ 
chines, the B.A.R. also con¬ 
tacted Alliance Broadcasting, 
the corporate owner of KFRC 
radio. The receptionist said 
John Hayes, president of the 
firm, was not the person to 
call and that the best person 
to contact would be Bram¬ 
nick. Alliance Broadcasting 
was informed that Bramnick- 
was contacted several times 
before by many people; the 
B.A.R. left its phone number 
— still, no reply. 

Hayes had also sent a let¬ 
ter to the media to explain 
Alliance Broadcasting’s posi¬ 
tion, which was much less 
conciliatory that Bramnick’s. 
While acknowledging in the 
first paragraph that Gary 
Bryan’s “remark was offen¬ 
sive and inappropriate,” the 
rest of the three-page letter is 
loaded with phrases like “peo¬ 
ple claiming to represent the 
gay community” and “Super¬ 
visors Leal and Migden took 
these actions without having 
made any genuine attempt to 
reach KFRC for an explana¬ 
tion.” 

In fact, calls to KFRC 
were met with hostility from 
the receptionist, and ignored 
by Bramnick. When it be¬ 
came obvious stonewalling 
was not going to improve the 
situation, “Bramnick sent a 
letter to Supervisors Leal and 
Migden protesting their tac¬ 
tics,” Hayes wrote. “Mr. 


Michigan Man Charged with Passing HIV 

GRAND RAPIDS) — A Grand Rapids man with HIV has 
been bound over for trial after he allegedly had sex with sev¬ 
eral partners without telling them he was infected with the 
deadly disease. 

It’s the first time the state law on uninformed partners with 
AIDS has been used in Kent County, according to assistant 
prosecutor Kevin Bramble. 

James Defoy, 33, remains jailed on a felony charge of engag¬ 
ing in sexual activity with an uninformed partner. 

If convicted, Defoy could be sentenced to four years in 
prison. 

Court records indicate Defoy had sex with three men since 
1986 without telling them he was HIV-positive. 

Defoy in being held in lieu of $7,500 bond. His trial date has 
not been set.

Surprise: College Students Say Legalize Pot 

The results of a new survey showing that American college 
students overwhelmingly favor the legalization of marijuana 
comes as a surprise to anti-drug and pro-legalization advocates 
alike. 

Allen St. Pierre, spokesman for the National Organization 
for the Reform of Marijuana Laws, said the U. Magazine sur¬ 
vey of 1,700 students at 230 schools shows the media has failed 
to recognize the growing support among students, environmen¬ 
talists and doctors for legalization. But anti-drug advocates 
questioned the accuracy of the survey. Sue Rusche, executive 
director of National Families In Action, said drug-use trends 
tracked through annual surveys of 17,000 high school seniors 
showed only a two to three percent increase in marijuana use 
in 1993, and very little support for legalization. 

U. Magazine editor Ari Cheren said the survey reflects a 
backlash against the war on drugs, and a growing feeling that 
marijuana isn’t as dangerous as cigarettes or alcohol.

Leal responded to charges 
that the gay community had 
tried to abridge free speech 
by objecting to damaging re¬ 
marks made on the airwaves. 
There is a difference, she told 
the B.A.R., between speech 
on airwaves and print. 

“Radios are licensed to 
serve the public good,” she 
said. “When announcers make 
statements that stir people up 
— I think it is not serving the 
public good. My goal was to 
diffuse the fight between gays 
and KFRC (and to see KFRC 
radio] become more sensitive 
to the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity.” ▼

Editorial 


(A) Free South Africa! 

It isn’t hard to remember a time when apartheid in South 
Africa, like communism in Russia, was perceived as a perma¬ 
nent institution. Fortunately, it has been a heady few years, 
and we have enjoyed watching the Berlin Wall and apartheid 
topple over, victims of their own shaky engineering. 

Congratulations to President Mandela for successfully mak¬ 
ing the incredible journey from convict to duly elected head 
of state. It’s the kind of transformation that, if it happened in 
America, would prompt our citizens to say it could only hap¬ 
pen in America. The fact that it took place in South Africa, 
and in the face of such longterm and virulent opposition, 
makes it even more exciting, and makes this fine May day, the 
first of the new government, seem almost like the end to a 
fairy tale. 

Of course, there is a crucial difference between real life and 
fairy tales. Stories have happy endings; life has the next chap¬ 
ter. The struggle that lies ahead for Mandela is tough — just ask 
Gorbachev or Yeltsen — and his success depends upon main¬ 
taining a coalition among all the citizens of his country. With 
the combined force of all South Africans, the state may now 
re-enter the community of nations and could even be a beacon 
of hope cind an example of what is possible. What had been 
spoken of with contempt not too long ago might just be 
thought of soon as a utopia. 

Or not. White supremacists and black separatists could de¬ 
stroy the country’s foray into equality, if they are determined 
enough. 

There are obvious parallels between the struggle for equal¬ 
ity as carried out there and as waged by gay and lesbian ac¬ 
tivists in America. In both cases, the ones doing the fighting 
have been told for years that theirs was a hopeless struggle. In 
both countries, the Bible was used to defend an inequitable sta¬ 
tus quo. Both societies also tried to use historical precedent — 
past discrimination — as justification for continued oppression. 
(The most notable instance in this country was the Supreme 
Court’s shameful Bowers v. Hardwick decision that upheld 
Georgia’s sodomy statute, based largely on nothing except the 
unfortunate fact that sodomy laws had already existed for hun¬ 
dreds of years.) 

To continue with the analogy: South African blacks 
achieved their aims by using all the options available to them. 
The most visible was the imposition of trade sanctions at their 
behest, creating a sort of international boycott, but the unof¬ 
ficial word is that the disdain with which white South African 
athletes were viewed, and the successful attempts to ban them 
from international competition, was the most effective tool for 
change. They were tired of it, and lobbied for their country to 
eliminate apartheid. 

Not that the oppressed blacks waited for the whites to do 
all the work, but by forming a coalition as broad as possible 
they sped the process along. We in the American lesbian and 
gay community also need broad coalitions if we are to accom¬ 
plish our goals. Such was the case with the ongoing KFRC 
flap here in San Francisco: because the radio station also 
broadcast anti-Asian comments it was possible to align with 
Asian activists who demanded an apology. By so doing, we 
may have circumvented allegations by Rush Limbaugh and 
Pat Buchanan that the gay community always gets what it 
wants — oh, if only, if only — even when it comes at the ex¬ 
pense of others. 

We can and must maintain our alliances with other minor¬ 
ity communities, and must fight efforts by bigots with Bibles 
to claim the African-American community’s support in partic¬ 
ular. The videotapes that fundamentalists are providing to 
black churches from coast to coast try to convey a message 
that equality for lesbians and gays will somehow erode equal¬ 
ity for anyone else. That is, of course, nonsense. 

President Mandela and his fellow shapers of the new South 
Africa know better. As Michael Botkin pointed out in his col¬ 
umn last week, the new country is the only one on the planet 
with a national policy granting equality to lesbians and gays. 
Of course, having the words is not the same as having the 
equality, but it is a concrete start. As we said, it could be a bea¬ 
con for the rest of the world. And a lesson. 

In South Africa, as in America, we are none of us free un¬ 
less we are all free. 

In the spirit of the brave new country, let us all work to¬ 
gether to build an equal world for all. ▼ 



Speaking as a Transgendered Physician... 


by Melanie Erin Spritz, D.O. 

I am a 34-year-old pre-operative male-to-fe- 
male transsexual living in Philadelphia and 
working as an osteopathic physician. As a 
transgendered physician, and especially as a 
transsexual physician, I face many of the same 
barriers and life concerns that you do. To 
make my biological gender congruent with my 
social/psychological gender, I have undergone 
the experience of “coming out’’ to friends, fam¬ 
ily, and co-workers; like you, I 
have faced rejection, condemna¬ 
tion and, finally, acceptance. I 
have had to educate people that 
gender identity and sexual orien¬ 
tation are not the same, and in 
fact operate quite independently. 

This I have had to do with “trans- 
phobic” gays, lesbians, and bisex¬ 
uals, as well as straights. 

Like you, I have had to deal 
with prejudice because of igno¬ 
rance and various myths. I have 
tried my best to educate all those 
I come in contact with who know 
me in my various guises. Transgen- 
derism is a term that encompasses many differ¬ 
ent groups (drag queens, transvestites/cross¬ 
dressers, transsexuals, she-males and trans-gen¬ 
der ists) just as gay/ lesbian/bisexual does, and 
the gay/lesbian public is almost as ignorant as 
the straight public. 

I ask you to imagine how a person like me 
feels. In transgendered society, which is pri¬ 
marily controlled by male crossdressers, there 
is an inherent desire to be in the closet. Even 
a transsexual is a minority within. 

As a transgendered individual, I am repre¬ 
sented by the International Foundation for 
Gender Education, the American Educational 
Gender Information Service, and Renaissance 
in Philadelphia, which are similar to NGLTF, 
PFLAG, HRCF, and the Hetrick-Martin Insti¬ 


tute, respectively and combined. But we are 25- 
30 years behind our gay, lesbian, and bisexual 
counterparts in our civil rights and our unity. 
We have our own gripes with the American 
Psychiatric Association, which labels us much 
as it labeled you 25 years ago. There are virtu¬ 
ally no laws to protect us from discrimination. 

While drag queens played a huge role in 
Stonewall, they only played a role in civil 
rights for homosexual people, not transgen¬ 
dered people. We have to petition to become 
members of any gay, lesbian, or 
bisexual organization; my own 
synagogue had board meetings 
about my inclusion in women’s 
activities, which I believe I am 
entitled to, since I am as much fe¬ 
male as anyone born genetically 
that way. I take part in meetings 
for transgendered and gay/les¬ 
bian/bisexual rights. I am under 
attack just as much as you are. 
Gay rights are my rights too. 

I am the sole transgendered 
member of the Philadelphia affil¬ 
iate of the American Association 
of Physicians for Human Rights, 
and am active on the programs committee. 
There is no equivalent organization for trans¬ 
gendered physicians, nor one for transsexual 
physicians (although I know about five and 
speculate numbers as high as 15-20 in the 
world). Transgendered physicians, because 
they are primarily heterosexual, are afraid to 
demand the same rights you do because they 
are in the closet, much as I will be once 
surgery is done. But my heart and soul will 
continue to fight the same fight for rights that 
you do. In continuing the fight, you serve the 
same purpose for me. We demand the same 
rights and benefits. We are all the same, irre¬ 
spective of sexual orientation or gender iden¬ 
tity. We are all human. ▼

Facts and Opinions 

Dan Medynski, in his latest defamation of U.C Ber¬ 
keley’s Peter Duesberg, steadfastly refuses to let facts 
get in the way of good argument. I’m referring to his 
article on Robert Gallo’s newest attempt to fmd a virus 
he can call his own. Let’s see, this month it’s something 
called HHV-6. Having once stated that he didn’t need 
any co-factors for HIV to cause AIDS, Gallo is now 
reversing himself and promoting HHV-6 as a co-factor. 
To quote Professor Duesberg, “they keep moving the 
goal posts.’’ Since Gallo got caught stealing the French 
HIV virus and calling it his own, he now has found 
a co-factor virus he can lay claim to. Robert Gallo is 
not part of the solution; he’s part of the problem! 

As an African-American, I find Mr. Medynski’s 
characterization of Africa as “strange,” “obscure” and 
not part of the “civilized world,” very telling. Were he 
not so provincial, he could take note of African studies 
which show babies bom of HIV-negative women who 
develop the same symptons as babies born to HIV¬ 
positive women. The overwhelming majority (two- 
thirds) of babies born to HIV-positive women will not 
develop AIDS. Mr. Medynski does not let that fact 
deter his attack on Peter Duesberg, as he implies all 
babies born of HIV-positive women will develop 
AIDS. 

He further points to “AIDS-like symptoms in chim¬ 
panzees and macaques” caused by HrV-2 as proof that 
Professor Duesberg’s theories are fallacious. 

The key words here are “AIDS-like,” these animals 
do not die of AIDS, is not terminal. To my mind, that’s 
a fairly big distinction from AIDS in humans. Correla¬ 
tion does not equal causation. Professor Duesberg’s 
theories are not irrefutable, but it always helps to use 
a few facts in your argument.

Dan Medynski responds: Bob Gallo is known to 
make grandiose public statements, particularly if his 
printed words are not subjected to the cold, hard logic 
of scientists who review his scientific papers before 
publication. I think it’s a neurosis he suffers from to 
preserve “his place in history” as a co-discoverer of 
HIV. He has, however, stopped short of defining 
HHV-6 as the only co-factor that contributes to AIDS. 
My personal reading of him is that he, like Luc Mon- 
tagnier, believes that HIV is necessary but not suffi¬ 
cient to develop AIDS. 

1 had one intention in referring lo Airica as an 
obscure, uncivilized continent: to fend off criticism by 
the likes of Peter Duesberg that HHV-6, like HIV, was 
spread from the African continent to the industrializ¬ 
ed world by individuals like promiscuous French 
airline steward Gaetan Dugas, mentioned in Randy 
Shilts’ book And The Band Played On as one of the 
first individuals diagnosed with AIDS. 

My statement that babies of HIV-positive moms 
develop AIDS was not an all or none statement. Some 
of these newborns are not HIV-positive and do not get 
AIDS. 

While HrV-2 only causes “AIDS-like”symptoms and 
not AIDS itself in chimps and macaques, these 
animals are not natural hosts for HIV. On the other 
hand, when these animals are infected with certain 
strains of simian immune deficiency virus (SIV) like 
SIVmac239, they develop a fatal immunodeficiency 
disease comparable to AIDS. 

Any attempt to construe my comments as racist is 
manufactured rather than real.

What is happening in America today? It appears that 
the evangelical fundamentalists have begun to usurp 
the power in this country.

As a former employee of Viacom Cable, I read with 
much interest Dennis Conkin’s article (March 31) con¬ 
cerning Viacom Cable allegedly censoring gay pro¬ 
gramming.

Having spent that 
much of my life with Viacom, I feel obligated to point 
out certain pernicious fallacies quoted by Sande Mack 
and Chris Witteman. 

(1) Viacom Cable does not hold an “exclusive con¬ 
tract” with the city and county of San Francisco. Any 
cable operator in the country is free to come in and 
set up business in San Francisco. 

(2) The Parental Control boxes have been available, 
advertised and in use since at least 1985, 

The real issue involved in the supposed controver¬ 
sy is nothing more than a few ego-driven producers 
bitter over the fact that they are no longer the only 
game in town. 

Does anyone really watch “Electric City?” The an¬ 
swer is yes, and seemingly the vast majority of those 
who do were the first to call in and complain about 
the poor quality of the production or the “absurd” con¬ 
tent — neither of which was Viacom’s doing. If I had 
a nickle for every pissed-off person who called in com¬ 
plaining about “Electric City” and other productions, 
I would be a rich man today. I honestly cannot recall 
ever speaking to anyone who called in to applaud the 
productions. I can personally attest to the fact that 
many programs were cut short and it was always be¬ 
cause the quality was so horrendous it could not be 
broadcast. 

As a proud member of the gay community, I think 
Viacom deserves our support for the many contribu¬ 
tions it has made to our community during the past 
decade.

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Ambiguous German Laws 

Three years ago, the gay press prematurely an¬ 
nounced the repeal of Article 175 of the German Penal 
Code, the infamous anti-sodomy law. Now that has 
finally happened. On March 10, 1994, the German 
Bundestag abolished Article 175 as well as the cor¬ 
responding Article 149 of the East German Code, that, 
under the unification agreement, was still in effect in 
the states of former East Germany. That this action 
took so long was primarily due to the opposition of 
the influential political party of Bavaria, the Christian 
Socialist Union. 

Since the repeal of Article 175 had been a goal of 
the gay movement in Germany since the beginning 
of the “homosexual emancipation” movement at the 
turn of the century, this appears to be a final victory. 
But the victory is more symbolic than real, for Arti¬ 
cle 182 (Sexual Abuse of Juveniles) was revised at the 
same time, with the practical result that an age of con¬ 
sent has been set to the ridiculously high age of 16. 
While this is an improvement for gay men, it is a 
definite setback for lesbians, who had previously not 
been included in the law. Whereas Article 175 refer¬ 
red only to males, the gender-neutral language of Ar¬ 
ticle 182 now includes lesbians and heterosexuals. 

It remains, of course, for the courts to define which 
actions are “sexual actions” in the context of the law. 
In addition, the right to “self-determination,” as 
guaranteed by the German constitution, seems to be 
called into question. If a 15-year-old wishes to have sex 
with someone over 21, does he or she not have a right 
to it as an act of “self-determination?” The legal situ¬ 
ation of gay people in Germany remains ambiguous: 
it is a small gain for gay men, a rather large loss for 
lesbians, and — no surprise here — heterosexuals 
keep the right of self-determination.

I am ashamed this article had to come out in your 
paper, especially on the front page to let the non- 
Indian people look at the proud American Indians 
fighting among themselves instead of working in har¬ 
mony to educate and care for our AIDS patients, either 
American Indian or non-Indian brothers who can 
make the loudest noise.

I know this title is the title,

The two women down the 
row caught my attention 
again. They seemed to be 
comparing injuries. Bruises, 
scabs, and, I guess, clicking 
joints (one would put her fin¬ 
gers on the other’s joint of 
choice while it was being 
flexed and extended over and 
over).

I flashed back to college 
basketball, remembering how 
good it felt to be sore after 
my very cute coach, who was 
the deciding factor in why I 
chose to try out for the team, 
had made me run until I 
puked. The ache of every 
muscle for days after remind¬ 
ing me of the way her big 
clear eyes that were forever 
changing color bore into mine 
as she yelled, “More, I want 
more!” Then, on the way 
home from an away game, 
while the assistant coach 
drove and the other team 
members slept, she gave me a 
massage and rested my ankle 
on an ice pack in her lap 
while we discussed women’s 
studies.

People wore shorts when 
it was just a little too cold — 
like 40 degrees — their bruises 
and scabs visible for all the 
world to see. 

Even the straight girls par¬ 
ticipated in this ritual. They 
took baths together in hotel 
bathtubs after the games. 
“Watch out,” they’d warn 
each other. “My knee is sore.” 
“I bet that will be a pretty 
one,” one player would say, 
referring to an impending 
purple-and-green bruise as 
she handed her bath buddy 
the bottle of Night Train she 
had snuck in her bag. 

Sadistic masochist 

I remember one player in 
particular, who we’ll call 
Chris. If Chris thought our op¬ 
ponents weren’t getting called 
for enough violations, she 
would get them in foul trou¬ 
ble by throwing her body at 
other people, into the bleach¬ 
ers, on the floor; she could 
fake being fouled better than 
any athlete I have ever seen. 
“You’re not getting away with 
anything as long as I’m here,” 
her attitude seemed to say as 
she sank her foul shots. 

She dominated, forcing 
our opponents to submit. She 
was a sadist and a masochist 
all at the same time. I used to 
think all of this was in the 
name of a chance at more 
points, but now I know it was 
not about points. She was cre¬ 
ating battle scars, taking pow¬ 
er and flirting all at the same 
time, and an inflated score 
was the perfect added bonus. 

She once told me that she 
thought sex was better if 
done like basketball. Accord¬ 
ing to Chris, sex is better 
with people whose politics 
she does not agree with be¬ 
cause there is more power 
and more of a charge in the 
interaction. I guess like play¬ 
ing basketball with a rival as 
opposed to a friend. Hmmm. 

Back from my drive down 
memory lane, I looked down 
the row for the two women. 
They were done with show 
and tell and were having a 
conversation as they walked 
toward me and turned down 
the aisle toward the exit. I 
stopped the tape and pretend¬ 
ed to look for another tape in 
my locker knowing that I 
wouldn’t find one. 

One of them was carrying 
a basketball. I bet that they 
were really soccer babes, 
though, from the location of 
their bruises — or maybe field 
hockey. My college roommate 
played field hockey. She had 
excellent bruises. 

I decided to forgo lifting 
that day. I put my head¬ 
phones in my locker and 
headed for the basketball 
court with the knowledge 
that these women could make 
me feel ecstatic pain. 

Call me naive. Maybe ev¬ 
ery single one of you discov¬ 
ered this in high school, but I 
was a late sports bloomer. Ac¬ 
tually I don’t think I ever 
bloomed in the sports arena. 
But I do know that there is 
something about the experi¬ 
ence and hurting so good af¬ 
terward that keeps me going 
back for more. ▼

May 16 Is AIDS Lobby Day in Sacto

SACRAMENTO - Buses filled with AIDS 
activists from Los Angeles and San Francisco 
will arrive in Sacramento on Monday, May 16 
for AIDS Budget Lobby Day. AIDS lobbyists 
and workers are hoping for a large community 
turnout so that legislators will recognize how 
crucial it is to maintain and increase the AIDS 
budget this year. As one insider put it, “We 
need everyone possible to come to Sacramento 
and let people here know that this community 
is watching them. There is just this constant at¬ 
tack on all fronts, not only with the regressive 
AIDS legislation we have to beat back, but in 
cleverly worded riders on unrelated bills — it 
all bears close scrutiny. 

“Legislators need to hear that you’re watch¬ 
ing and that you expect them to be watching 
out for your interests too.” 

Participants will be met by members of the 
sponsoring AIDS Budget Coalition organiza¬ 
tions — AIDS Project Los Angeles; Bay Area 
HIV Advocacy Network; California Association 
of AIDS Agencies; Planned Parenthood Affil¬ 
iates of California; San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation, and the LIFE AIDS Lobby — at 10 a.m. 
for a series of briefings on the proposed state 
HIV/AIDS budget. During the briefings partic¬ 
ipants will be informed of the times of legisla¬ 
tive office tours and will be able to join teams 
to meet with legislators by appointment. 

Arriving groups will be joined by affiliates 
from LIFE AIDS Lobby who will have spent 
the weekend in conferences at the Beverly Gar¬ 


land Hotel on Tribute Road in Sacramento. 
Some of the conferees will join the bus groups 
and other members of the community who 
choose to attend for a rally which will be held 
on the west steps of the Capitol at 11:30 a.m.. 

At 12:30 p.m. there will be a LIFE Legisla¬ 
tive reception/fundraiser to honor Lieutenant 
Governor Leo McCarthy at Pennisi’s restaurant 
at 11th and J Streets in Sacramento. The dona¬ 
tion is $20 at the door although, according to 
life’s executive director, Laurie McBride, no 
one will be turned away. The reception also 
has donor sponsor categories of $35, $50 and 
$100. Guests will be able to chat with Mc¬ 
Carthy, Assembly Speaker Willie Brown, D- 
San Francisco; the new Senate Pro-Tern Bill 
Lockyer, D-Hayward; author of the Domestic 
Partners bill, Assemblymember Richard Katz, 
D- Panorama City; and Senator Art Torres, D- 
Los Angeles. 

From 1 to 4 p.m. participant teams will 
have appointments or drop-in visits with legis¬ 
lators and legislative staff and at some time 
during the day will be briefed about AIDS 
budget augmentation and other health care is¬ 
sues.

Californian Sues Illinois Doctor 
For HIV Discrimination and Dies

CHICAGO - An HIV-posi¬ 
tive Los Angeles man died 
five days after he won a court 
order to force a doctor in Ar¬ 
lington Heights, Illinois, to 
treat him for chronic hepati¬ 
tis. According to Northwest 
Community Hospital in Ar¬ 
lington Heights, where 43- 
year-old Rodney Trovinger 
died Sunday, April 17, the 
death was of “natural causes,” 
and it is unknown if he died 
of the liver ailment for which 
he sought treatment. 

Trovinger had only recent¬ 
ly won a suit against Dr. 
William Mauer, who had re¬ 
fused to treat him when he 
learned Trovinger was HIV¬ 
positive. U.S. District Judge 
William T. Hart ruled April 
12 that Dr. Mauer had violat¬ 
ed the Americans with Dis¬ 
abilities Act by refusing treat¬ 
ment to Trovinger for hepati¬ 
tis B, a liver disease that can 
be fatal. 


Mauer is one of a handful 
of American doctors who spe¬ 
cialize in a unique treatment 
in which the blood is heated 
to cleanse it of virus and then 
transfused. 

Trovinger said he was told 
that Mauer, a doctor of osteo¬ 
pathic medicine, and his staff 
were uncomfortable about 
treating a patient with HIV. 
Mauer’s attorney said his 
client had never treated a pa¬ 
tient with HIV or AIDS be¬ 
fore and didn’t know the pos¬ 
sible medical or legal reper¬ 
cussions. 

Mauer said he was not try¬ 
ing to discriminate, he was 
trying to protect himself from 
a potential lawsuit if the treat¬ 
ment failed. 

“I’ve never treated an 
AIDS case before,” Mauer 
told the Chicago Sun-Times. 
“But I’ve been in practice 
long enough to know better. 
Long enough to know that 
there are 800,000 lawyers and 
600,000 doctors.” 


Susan Curry, executive di¬ 
rector of the AIDS legal coun¬ 
cil of Chicago says her organi¬ 
zation has counted more than 
800 AIDS or HIV-related dis¬ 
crimination cases a year in 
this area — many involving 
physicians. 

But legal experts said this 
is believed to be the first time 
a physician in the Chicago 
area had been ordered to 
treat an HIV-positive patient. 

“We’re just going to treat 
the man and hope that it 
works,” Mauer had said after 
the verdict. 

The judge ordered Mauer 
to begin treating Trovinger 
within 48 hours, but he appar¬ 
ently never began the treat¬ 
ments. A nursing supervisor 
said Trovinger died in the 
emergency room. 

The Cook County Medical 
Examiner’s office said a doc¬ 
tor at the hospital had signed 
Trovinger’s death certificate 
and that no autopsy would be 
performed. ▼

Just Say Won't" 
Says Justice Lawyer 


WASHINGTON - Justice 
Department lawyer Mark Levy 
told a federal appeals court May 
11 that a service member can 
stay in the military, even after 
acknowledging being a homo¬ 
sexual, if the member can con¬ 
vince authorities that he or she 
will not engage in homosexual 
activity. 

But Levy also told the judges 
that the burden is on the service 
member to prove that he or she 
will not commit homosexual 
acts while in the armed forces. 

Defense Department regula¬ 
tors require the discharge of 
those “who engage in homosex¬ 
ual conduct, or by their 
statements show a propensity to 
such conduct.” 

Levy was arguing the Clinton 
administration’s side in the case 
of US. Navy midshipman Joseph 
Steffan, who was drummed out 
of the US. Naval Academy for 
admitting his homosexuality. 
The Justice Department is seek¬ 
ing to keep Steffan out of the 
Navy.

Liberation Deliberation: 
Eleven Gay Leaders Convene

“Strides and Stumbles in 
the Gay Civil Rights Move¬ 
ment Since the March on 
Washington” brought togeth¬ 
er 11 national gay and lesbian 
leaders in a public forum on 
Monday, April 25, to discuss 
the state of the community. 

The spirited, sometimes 
raucous, two-and-a-half hour 
exchgmge was organized by 
the Washington chapter of 
the National Lesbian and Gay 
Journalists Association. Three 
hundred people packed the 
sold-out room at the National 
Press Club for dinner and the 
colloquy, which was taped for 
a future broadcast by C- 
SPAN, the public service ca¬ 
ble network. 

The program began with a 
five-minute video collage, nar¬ 
rated by CNN anchor Judy 
Woodruff, summing up activ¬ 
ities over the past year. It 
went immediately to ques¬ 
tions from a panel of six gay 
journalists, and later to ques¬ 
tions from the floor. 

Some of the tartest Ism- 
guage of the evening — verbal 
brawls that sometimes 
seemed about to erupt into 
physical ones — were highly 
partisan exchanges between 
Democrat Representative 
Barney Frank and Abner Ma¬ 
son, president of the Log Cab¬ 
in Federation of gay Republi¬ 
can clubs. 

Mason cited political fail¬ 
ures of the past year as 
demonstration that “The old . 
approach hasn’t worked.” He 
called for new thinking and, 
citing pro-gay positions by 
Republicans like Massa¬ 
chusetts Governor William 
Weld, Los Angeles Mayor 
Richard Riordan, and New 
York Mayor Rudolph Giuliani, 
said a fight has to be waged 
within the Republican Party. 

“When I look at the deficit 
tomorrow, I will feel better 
because it is dwarled by tne 
gap between Mr. Mason and 
reality,” said Frank in his first 
jab. “The Republican Party 
has been an unmitigated dis¬ 
aster for us. Log Cabin claims 
to sell gay rights to the Re¬ 
publican Party, in reality they 
are trying to sell Republican¬ 
ism to the gay community, 
because I have never seen a 
political group with less ca¬ 
pacity to deliver” 

“I don’t think that it is use¬ 
ful to get into a debate about 
which party is worse,” retort¬ 
ed Mason. 

The discussion grew more 
heated with each round. The 
audience grew increasingly 
restive until a young member 
jumped on a chair and yelled, 
“Stop it! You are our leaders, 
if you can’t work together, 
how do you expect the rest of 
us to?” And with that, the dis¬ 
cussion moved on. 


Leaders as hired hands? 

The second major eruption 
began with the first question 
from the audience: Steve 
Michael, a leader of ACT UP 
Washington, asked, “For the 
100,000 plus who have died of 
AIDS since the March on 
Washington: Why have our 
hired hands ignored AIDS?” 

The general response was 
that they haven’t, and wish 
they could do more. 

Michael asked Tim McFee- 
ley, executive director of the 


Human Rights Campaign 
Fund (HRCF), whether the 
organization has anyone 
working exclusively on AIDS. 
McFeeley said HRCF has a 
person on loan to AIDS czar 
Kristine Gebbie, and is inter¬ 
viewing for a senior health 
policy position that was creat¬ 
ed by combining two lower- 
level health positions. 

Frank was called to task 
by Michael for not supporting 
“The AIDS Cure Act,” a new 
bill in Congress now gather¬ 
ing co-sponsors. The con¬ 
gressman responded that, in 
his view, the bill “doesn’t make 
any difference.” 

“We need a new blueprint 
for organizing on AIDS,” said 
Peri Jude Radecic, executive 
director for the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force. She 
hoped that would come out of 
a national meeting set for 
Dallas in July 

“One of the challenges is 
how to deal with it [AIDS] as 
a part of the gay and lesbian 
agenda, but not as the whole 
agenda,” said Phill Wilson, of 
AIDS Project Los Angeles. 

“What I am concerned 
about is that after ten years 
and burnout, people don’t 
want to keep it on the table.

It is like the 500-pound mon¬ 
ster sitting in the corner of 
the room, and everyone 
wants to act like he is not 
there,” said Kevin Cathcart, 
executive director of the 
Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund. 

“Not only do we not talk 
about a cure, we don’t talk 
about prevention. Why don’t 
we value our lives more?” 
wondered Cathcart in frustra¬ 
tion. 


What one thing can I do? 

Youth activist Matt Marco 
asked the panel for an answer 
in one sentence or less on the 
question: “What one thing 
should I do in the next three 
to six months?” 

That prompted some of 
the best sound bites of the 
night from the panel. Most fo¬ 
cused on some variation of 
the themes of the need to 
come out of the closet, and to 
put some energy into effect¬ 
ing change. 

“When you are at the 
check out line say, ‘Thanks 
for the groceries; by the way. 
I’m a faggot,”’ said Donna 
Red Wing, in a push for more 
visibility. The audience very 
much appreciated that light 
touch by the GLAAD coordi¬ 
nator. 

Mixed within discussion of 
these and other central issues 
were important insights not 
easily reduced to the confines 
of this space, and some that 



are. Here is a sampling. 


“There was more touching, 
more tenderness than in the 
entire movie Philadelphia!’ - 
Red Wing, talking about the 
30-second IKEA furniture 
store commercial featuring a 
gay male couple. 

“The reality is, we live in a 
society that traditionally de¬ 
spises us. The only way we 
are going to get them to 
change their feelings about 
us, their hearts and their 
minds, is by letting them 
know who we are.” — Red 
Wing 

“We have to search for 
common ground, the values 
that bind us together with all 
Americans: family, patriotism, 
work.” — McFeeley 

“This is the only move¬ 
ment I know that was built 
from the inside out, or from 
the top down. It is not broadly 
based.” — McFeeley 

“Is the gay and lesbian 
movement part of the pro¬ 
gressive movement? That 
question is still on the table.” 
— Wilson 

“Unlike other oppressed 
communities, we have two as¬ 
pects of our fight for freedom. 
One has been the fight for po¬ 
litical and legal rights. Anoth¬ 
er has been for the right to 
express ourselves.... We have, 
until recently, assumed the 
two as one. We have to learn 
how to express ourselves and 
take political action.” — Frank 

“I think this country is in 
fact less homophobic than it 
thinks it is supposed to be.” — 
Frank 

But was it worth it? 

Although ideology and 
opinions were diverse, all par¬ 
ticipants had one thing in 
common besides sexual orien¬ 
tation: they were all bright 
and articulate. And the diver¬ 
sity was universally accepted 
as a positive thing, showing 
the gay community is every¬ 
where and its members hold 
a broad spectrum of opinions. 
That message is important, 
both for the gay community 
and for the rest of America. 

But despite performances 
that were occasionally bril¬ 
liant — and never less than 
competent — the proceedings 
seemed slightly hollow. Per¬ 
haps it was because partici¬ 
pants spoke so much to the 
techniques, the mechanics of 
their craft. It was too much 
the argot of technicians, not 
enough the vision of leaders. 

The righteousness, the 
moral core of what we seek, 
was largely either assumed or 
ignored. There wasn’t enough 
talk of — to use a loaded word 
these days — values that em¬ 
body what it is to be an 
American. Nor was there 
enough language with a mor¬ 
al center, the power to move 
our nation. And that is the 
catalyst our community must 
still, somehow, discover. ▼

Another Perspective on 
HIV, AIDS, and Lifestyle

The provocative April 4th 
edition of ABC’s Nightline, 
Ccilled “What if HIV Wasn’t 
the Cause?,’’ focused on the $1 
billion annual federal com¬ 
mittment to AIDS research 
funneled through the Nation¬ 
al Institutes of Health, and 
the central role that one virus, 
HIV, plays in that funding. It 
offered generous coverage to 
opinions of dissident scientists 
who say HIV does not cause 
AIDS, most notably Professor 
Peter Duesberg of UC Berke¬ 
ley, and Kary Mullis, 1993 
Nobel Laureate in chemistry. 

Has the war on AIDS over 
the last decade become a $10 
billion boondoggle, still with¬ 
out a clear-cut explanation of 
how HIV causes immunodefi¬ 
ciency, without a vaccine or 
curative medicines in the ther¬ 
apeutic pipeline, and with no 
end in sight to the number of 
individuals dying of AIDS? 

Bryan Coyle, author of the 
forthcoming book AIDS: The 
Gray Zone, watched the pro¬ 
gram with this reporter. The 
opinions of Coyle, who was di¬ 
agnosed with ARC in 1983 
and with AIDS in 1985, are 
sharply on the side of the rad¬ 
ical revisionists and away 
from the perspective that HIV 
is central to immunodeficiency 
and the disease called AIDS. 

Whatever causes AIDS, a 
vast amount of intelligence 
about surviving it can be 
gained from Coyle’s experi¬ 
ence as a longterm survivor. 
His treatment program in¬ 
cludes some contributions 
from Western-style medicine, 
but is decidedly holistic. 

“I know without a doubt 
the reasons that I am still 
alive,’’ he told the B.A.R. “It is 
no accident that I’ve survived. 
Raw garlic therapy, for in¬ 
stance, became an increasing 
part of my routine because it 
worked and infections dimin¬ 
ished with regular use. I’ve 
come to find out recently that 
garlic is only mildly antibiotic, 
but — more importantly — is a 
strong antifungal agent with 
antiparasitic properties as 
well. 

“This sole herb receives 
credit for having kept me alive 
through my years of transi¬ 
tion. ... There is one exception 
to this approach which I find 
necessary in my advanced con¬ 
dition, and that is a strong, 
daily antifungal called Diflu¬ 
can.’’ 

Remington repeater 

Coyle’s thinking has been 
strongly influenced by the 
writings and research of Den¬ 
nis Remington, M.D., author 
of the provocative book Back 
to Health, A Comprehensive 
Medical and Nutrition Yeast 
Control Program, and health 
guru on chronic candidiasis. 

Coyle writes, “Candida al¬ 
bicans is a yeast of the same 
general class of living things 
as fungus, molds, mildew, etc. 
Everyone has this yeast iri 
their digestive tract along with 
many other microbes, some 
which are beneficial and nec¬ 
essary, all competing for terri¬ 
tory within the gut, and each 
capable of secreting 
waste products which are 
lethal to their competition. 

“The trouble begins when 
stress, antibiotics, environmen¬ 
tal factors, drug and alcohol 
abuse, and incorrect diet kill 


off the beneficial bacteria, 
such as Lactobacillus acidoph¬ 
ilus, allowing the aggressive 
yeast to gain additional territo¬ 
ry. This causes an imbalance 
or symptomatic disorder for 
the host. ... By the time recur¬ 
rent oral thrush is a problem 
in the mouth, the entire upper 
GI tract is well on the road to 
being totally taken over by 
this invader, and the waste 
products produced by all this 
yeast are causing major, docu¬ 
mented interference with the 
immune system. 

“While all of the HIV ex¬ 
perts scramble, with intricate 
extended theories explaining 
how the virus is damaging the 
immune system, there is item¬ 
ized documentation recently 
available (February 1991) 
which lists 13 ways in which 
Candida albicans inter-feres 
with the immune system. 
These include destruction of 
peripheral lymphocytes, de¬ 
struction of T-cells, and de¬ 
struction of natural killer cells. 
Additionally, the major waste 
product produced from yeast 
metabolism is ethanol (alco¬ 
hol), which can be contributing 
to cirrhosis and/or cancer of 
the liver, even though recre¬ 
ational alcohol consumption 
may have ceased. 

“Every time we’re sick with 
a cold or flu, a herpes out¬ 
break, or exposure to suppres¬ 
sive environmental toxins, 
some beneficial bacteria is 
killed off and the yeast takes 
over more territory. In an ad¬ 
vanced condition such as 
AIDS ... exposure to even 
mildly immune-suppressive 
circumstances can be lethal. 
This explains why toxic AZT 
is tolerated by some, yet dead¬ 
ly to others.’’ 

AIDS and AZT Therapy 

While there is not yet docu¬ 
mented experimental evidence 
that AZT and Candida albi¬ 
cans act synergistically, there 
is published evidence that 
Staphylococcus aureus and 
Candida albicans are synergis¬ 
tically lethal in toxic shock 
syndrome {Infectious Immuni¬ 
ty 3S: 921-924 [1982D, and that 
it acts synergistically with oth¬ 
er harmful microbes (Ibid.: 
193-197 [1983]). 

Coyle is not alone in his dis¬ 
dain of AZT; the complete ver¬ 
sion of the three-year Anglo- 
French “Concord study,’’ final¬ 
ly published in the April 9, 
1994 edition of the British 
medical journal Lancet, estab¬ 
lished AZT therapy had detri¬ 
mental side effects — including 
development of anemia, hema¬ 
tological toxicity, and a drop 
in infection-fighting neu¬ 
trophils — that were universal 
and statistically significant, 
when compared to those who 
didn’t use it. Many people re¬ 
ported muscle pain and weak¬ 
ness; gastrointestinal and neu¬ 
rological effects were also ob¬ 
served. (Indeed, since HIV in¬ 
fects only one in 500 T-helper 
cells, AZT takes its toll not 
only on HIV replication, but 
also the replication of the oth¬ 
er 499, uninfected, T-cells.) 

Worse, the study concluded, 
there was “no statistically sig¬ 
nificant or clinically important 
benefit in terms of survival or 
disease progression from the 
immediate use of [AZT], com¬ 
pared with its deferred use 
over an average follow-up of 
three years.’’ 

Coyle has a personal reason 
for discouraging use of the

drug: “My partner and I wit¬ 
nessed my recently deceased 
brother transform from 30 
pounds overweight three short 
years ago, to mostly skin and 
bones at his death,’’ he told the 
B.A.R. “And although I was 
diagnosed before his diagnosis, 
which was only an HIV diag¬ 
nosis (no infections or illness 
of any kind until faithfully tak¬ 
ing AZT for three years) he is 
gone and I am still improving. 
His cause of death was bone 
cancer complications, presum¬ 
ably from AZT, known for de¬ 
pleting bone marrow. 

“I sent him information dis¬ 
couraging AZT use, but he al¬ 
ways did seem to be more of a 
conformist or follower of the 
herd than I. ... 

“So many of us who took 
our own health into our own 
hands aren’t dying. We’ve 
beefed up our vitamins and 
herbs and daily nutritional in¬ 
take, and discontinued or cut 
down on detrimental vices — 
and not only are we not dying, 
but we feel better than we’ve 
felt in years.’’ 

Coyle credits his survival 
since his diagnosis to a com¬ 
plete turnaround in his life¬ 
style from the 1970s, when, for 
instance, a typical entry in his 
diary read: “Life in the fast 
lane gets faster every day! ... I 
closed 54 Thursday night, or 
should I say Friday a.m. at six, 
went to a party and took 
Quaaludes and cocaine and 
then went home with the bar¬ 
tender that got me the job at 
Studio.... I got six hours sleep, 
and off to work again.” 

Now he thinks such excess¬ 
es “can be tolerated for years, 
depending on the amount con¬ 
sumed, but as with all abuses, 
it takes its toll, usually in the 
mid-40s, causing irreversible 
damage to the brain, liver, 
pancreas, duodenum, eind cen¬ 
tral nervous system. 

“Damage to the nervous 
system is the explanation for 
spinal meningitis in AIDS pa¬ 
tients, and the damage to the 
pancreas, liver, and small in¬ 
testines explains the malab¬ 
sorption that occurs, interfer¬ 
ing with the host’s nutrition 
and causing progression to 
more serious opportunistic in¬ 
fections and general wasting. 
Digestive enzymes needed to 
process proteins and carbohy¬ 
drates are not being produced 
by the liver and pancreas, 
causing the patients food to 
pass through the system with 
little or no absorption. 

“The absorption of certain 
important vitamins such as A, 
D, E, and K is also impaired, 
causing rapid elimination of 
these nutrients through the 
urine. Symptoms experienced 
by the chronic alcoholic are 
conspicuously similar to symp¬ 
toms documented in Dr. Rem¬ 
ington’s book Back to Health. 
Insomnia, anxiety, fever, ex¬ 
treme perspiration, arrhyth¬ 
mias and, of course, digestive 
disturbances are only a few. 
Keep in mind that alcohol 
abuse is only one factor ▼

against gay civil 
rights in Cincin¬ 
nati. 

Joshua Thom¬ 
as, publisher of 
Gaybeat, a gay- 
orientated Ohio 
newspaper, filed 
the complaint 
against CFV. 

Thomas claims 
the organization 
violated Ohio’s 
election laws by 
failing to register 
as a political action committee 
and list its individual contrib¬ 
utors on a campaign finance 
report. 

During a preliminary re¬ 
view Monday, April 18, a 
lawyer representing the CFV, 
Donald Brey of Columbus, ar¬ 
gued the complaint should be 
dismissed because the group is 
not a PAC subject to cam¬ 
paign finance reporting. Col¬ 
orado for Family values de¬ 
scribes itself as a nonprofit or¬ 
ganization. 

“I think the commission is 
taking the issue seriously,”

Thomas told the (Cleveland) 
Plain Dealer. “Either Colorado 
for Family Values must dis¬ 
close its money sources or 
there’s a loophole in Ohio law 
big enough to drive a Mack 
truck through.” 

Colorado for 
Family Values 
led the 1992 
Colorado cam¬ 
paign to prohib¬ 
it civil rights 
protection for 
gay citizens of 
that state. The 
gjoup, last year, 
financed about 
80 percent of a 
similar cam¬ 
paign in Cincin¬ 
nati. 

CFV report¬ 
edly supplied 
about $390,000 
of the $491,000 
that a Cincinnati group spent 
in the campaign to repeal 
Cincinnati’s ordinance extend¬ 
ing employment and housing 
discrimination protection to 
gay, lesbian and bisexual resi¬ 
dents. 

Voters in both Colorado 
and Cincinnati approved the 
ballot initiatives, but both is¬ 
sues are now being challenged 
in courts. 

If the Ohio Elections Com¬ 
mission upholds Thomas’s 
complaint it could levy a fine 
and refer the matter to a pros¬ 
ecutor. T

charges. Under “three strikes” 
legislation, Cordova faces 25 
years to life if convicted of an¬ 
other felony. 

“At some point we have to 
say she has three felony con¬ 
victions and that she is a seri¬ 
ous risk to society. Her pend¬ 
ing cases have apparently not 
dissuaded Ms. Cordova from 
continuing to commit new of¬ 
fenses,” Lipset said. 

Cordova stabbed Hillsbor¬ 
ough 13 times with a five-inch 
skinning knife at 18th and 
Lexington in 1977, in an anti 
gay attack. 

Cordova, then a 19 year 
old Daly City auto mechanic, 
later changed his name to 
Trudi Cordova and is a pre¬ 
operative transsexual. T

New Trends in Gay Migration 


by Sidney Brinkley 

SAN FRANCISCO-Urban 
planners say recent migration 
studies show gay men and 
lesbians moving out of tradi¬ 
tional gay communities like 
the Castro and into non-gay 
neighborhoods located in oth¬ 
er parts of the city or sub¬ 
urbs. They say this moving 
trend could have a social, eco¬ 
nomic, and political impact 
on several urban areas in the 
future. 

“There are fundamental 
changes underway in the 
structure of gay and lesbian 
communities,” said Randy 
Gross, founder of Gays, Bisex¬ 
uals and Lesbians in Planning 
(GBLP). “Now gays are in 
non-ghetto neighborhoods. 
Acceptance creates new com¬ 
munities and takes the devel¬ 
opment pressure off of near¬ 
by minority neighborhoods.” 

GBLP is a national organi¬ 
zation of gay men and les¬ 
bians who work in urban 
planning. The group spon¬ 
sored a panel discussion on 
“The Role of Gay and Les¬ 
bians in Urban Revitaliza¬ 
tion” at the American Plan¬ 
ning Association (APA) con¬ 
ference in San Francisco. It 
was the first time the 40,000 
member APA formally in¬ 
cluded a gay topic into their 
conference program. 

In addition to Gross, the 
panel included Jerry Kramer, 
a geographer from the Uni¬ 
versity of Minnesota in Min¬ 
neapolis, and Lilia Medina, 
census coordinator for Seui 
Francisco. Each looked at 
various aspects of gay moving

trends for their respective 
cities. 

Gross lives in Washington, 
D.C. and works as an eco¬ 
nomic consultant with the 
firm Hammer, Siler and 
George. He examined the eco¬ 
nomic impact gays had on Lo¬ 
gan Circle, a black and white 
neighborhood immediately 
East of Dupont Circle, the 
gay enclave. 

“There are approximately 
1,000 gay households out of a 
total of 3,061 in Logan Cir¬ 
cle,” Gross said. “They make 
up 25 to 30 percent of the 
population and have a total 
personal income of $61.3 mil¬ 
lion.” 

Gross said during the early 
1980s gays revitalized Logan 
Circle, increasing its tax rev¬ 
enue to the city and boosting 
the income of area businesses. 
“Business people say they get 
roughly ten percent of their 
income from gay clientele. 
That translated into $70,000 
to $260,000 in income from 
gays alone.” 

However, the neighbor¬ 
hood is in the midst of anoth¬ 
er chsinge, brought on by so¬ 
cial as well as economic is¬ 
sues. In spite of its tree-lined 
streets and expensive three- 
story brownstones, Logan Cir¬ 
cle is still a part of the inner 
city and subject to all the 
problems that come with that. 

“I found that many gays 
are now ‘risk averse’ to living 
in Logan Circle and are anx¬ 
ious to flee the inner city,” 
Gross said. “White gay males 
are moving to Old Town, 
Alexandria. Lesbians are 
moving to Fairfax County, 
Virginia. Upwardly mobile 
black gay professionals are 
moving to Silver Spring, 
Maryland.” 

Planners say the same 
trends have been observed in 
other cities, such as Min¬ 
neapolis and San Francisco. 

“Gay ghettos serve as pro¬ 
tective barriers,” said Jerry 
Kramer. “But as gays get 
more statewide rights, like 
they do in Minnesota, more 
gay men and lesbian couples 
are moving out of the cities 
and into the inner ring sub¬ 
urbs. Many were raised in the 
suburbs and are returning 
home, in a sense.” 

Kramer said the two 
neighborhoods being affected 
in Minneapolis are the Loring 
Park neighborhood, which is 
primarily populated by gay 
men, and the Powder Horn 
Park neighborhood, which is 
home to many lesbians. 

“The Powder Horn Park 
neighborhood is showing the 
most migration,” Kramer 


said. “It sits on the edge of a 
black community and les¬ 
bians perceive it to be unsafe. 
It doesn’t matter if it is or 
isn’t safe, if that’s what the 
perception is. The lesbian 
community has different con¬ 
cerns than gay men.” 

In San Francisco, Lilia 
Medina says the integration 
of gays into non-gay neighbor¬ 
hoods is motivated more by 
economics than concerns 
about safety or other social 
factors. Here, as in many 
cities, homes and apartments 
in traditional gay neighbor¬ 
hoods like the Castro are spi¬ 
raling out of the price range 
of many gays. 

“Some gays had to move 
because of the high prices in 
the Castro,” Medina said. 
“Median sales prices are so 
high that newcomers can’t af¬ 
ford to live there. Gays are 
moving into the Mission, 
Haves Valiev, lower Pacific 
Heights, and Potrero Hill. 
Bernal Heights is becoming 
known as the community lor 
upwardly mobile lesbians.” 

But Urban Planners say 
this growing dispersion of the 
gay community has its draw¬ 
backs. In addition to the 
slowed economic growth of 
the neighborhood they leave 
behind, it also dilutes gay po¬ 
litical clout when they are not 
living in the same district in 
large numbers. 

Then there is the backlash 
that can occur when long 
time residents of a neighbor¬ 
hood fear displacement by 
newly arriving gays. Medina 
says that is a situation being 
faced by residents in parts of 
the Mission district. 

“Economic hardship, class 
hate, and the ‘fear’ of dis¬ 
placement have been the root 
of the problems between gays 
and Latinos there,” she said. 
“That fear of displacement 
has been of greater signifi¬ 
cance than any ‘machismo’ at¬ 
titude that may be held about 
gays and lesbians. That fear 
has played out in gay bash¬ 
ing.” 

Despite the problems that 
may arise in the short term. 
Gross says the long-term ben¬ 
efit of the new migration will 
be positive, as more open 
gays live side by side with 
heterosexuals and are looked 
upon as a part of the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

“As gays continue to move 
into other neighborhoods, the 
increasing visibility may not 
result in the approval of gays, 
but there may be increasing 
tolerance of openly gay and 
lesbian households,” he 
said.T

in the Castro, only a few good 
real estate locations would 
seem to be likely candidates. 
Only three desirable ground 
floor sites suitable for attract¬ 
ing pedestrian traffic were va¬ 
cant, one block in any direc¬ 
tion from the epicenter of the 
Castro, where 18th and Castro 
streets meet, as of the end of 
April. 

Just two buildings in the 
Castro with empty space have 
what is known as “good curb 
appeal” in real estate jargon. 
One is 511 Castro, the building 
presently occupied by Bank of 
America, which has been half 
empty since Old Republic Ti¬ 
tle Co. vacated half of the 
ground floor. Another, but less 
desirable, midblock location is 
a smaller commercial space 
across the street, known as 
No. 506, which was formerly 
occupied by Castro Computer, 
Inc., a site that lacks any spe¬ 
cial curb appeal. 

The building and location 
with unquestionably the best 
curb appeal in the Castro sits 
astride the Muni station, adja¬ 
cent to the bus stop where 
Market and Castro streets in¬ 
tersect, which are all alongside 
the Harvey Milk Plaza at 400 
Castro Street: the old 
BofA location, which the Life 
Center is due to occupy — tem¬ 
porarily. 

There are other commer¬ 
cial spaces vacant in the Cas¬ 
tro, but none would seem to 
fit Gilbert’s boastful descrip¬ 
tion of the location; those 
would include second floor lo¬ 
cations, hardly the best place

Although Thorne says she is 
not the first transsexual on a 
police force nationwide, she 
does believe she is the first to 
go public. “There are other in¬ 
stances of transsexuals transi¬ 
tioning in their departments, 
but... they have done it more 
quietly. I think under some cir¬ 
cumstances, in larger depart¬ 
ments, they have been in one 
geographic location as one sex, 
they have then taken leaves of 
absence, and then reappeared 
in another area.” 

Now 39 years old, Thorne 
said she has lived as a lesbian 
since she was 15. However, she 
made clear distinctions be¬ 
tween being a lesbian and be¬ 
ing a transsexual, saying, “Sex¬ 
ual orientation and gender 
identity are two completely 
separate things within a per¬ 
son.” She also said that despite 
these differences, she views 
her sex change less as a break 
with the lesbian community, 
than as an extension of her 
community — the “Gender 
Community” as she called it. 

“Transsexual rights are a 
natural continuum of lesbian 
and gay rights, gender rights, 
and human rights in general,” 
she said. “So it’s important 
that transgender and transsex¬ 
ual people come out, just as les¬ 
bians and gays have come out, 
to request and demand, if need 
be, our rights and protection.” 

Outside the station, the ini¬ 
tial response to Thorne’s an¬ 
nouncement was generally 
positive. “I respect the right of 
the sergeant to make her own 
choices regarding her lifestyle 
and her orientation,” said Offi¬ 
cer Tom Feledy. “I have to 
commend [her] for her bravery. 
I think to make a public matter 



for a visitors center that’s sup¬ 
posed to attract pedestrian 
walk-ins. It is also possible, of 
course, that the future site of 
the San Francisco Gay & Les¬ 
bian Visitors Center is already 
occupied by a tenant, who 
doesn’t yet know they’ll be 
moving. But maybe that sort 
of speculation is getting too 
far-fetched. 

Servicing out-of-towners 

Wherever it is located in 
the Castro, a San Francisco 
Gay 86 Lesbian Visitors Cen¬ 
ter should be good for con¬ 
sumers and businesses alike. 
Participants will be required 
to abide by certain business 
standards to maintain a favor¬ 
able image of San Francisco 
among visitors. Plus it will 
likely strengthen the local 
economy. A San Francisco 
Gay 86 Lesbian Visitors Cen¬ 
ter will provide services to 
out-of-town visitors who don’t 
have a clue about lodgings, 
restaurants, and other points 
of interest, who otherwise 
might have to depend on 
guesswork or the kindness of 
strangers. 

From a business standpoint, 
gays and lesbians are a highly 
desirable demographic group 
as tourists. Gays as a group 
take an average of four trips 
annually and typically earn 
higher disposal incomes than 
the national average. Gilbert 
says the San Francisco Visi¬ 
tors Center is already planning 
special events and promotions, 
designed to generate business 
for participating member com¬ 
panies. 

More cities are expected to 
follow New York’s and San 
Francisco’s example to open 
gay and lesbian visitors cen-

ters. Each will be locally and 
independently operated like 
franchises, affiliated with the 
New York Gay 86 Lesbian Vis¬ 
itors Center, according to 
Gilbert. “We’re planning to 
open 17 of them within the 
next 16 months,” he said. “San 
Francisco will probably be the 
second or third one we open.” 

Since the founding of the 
first gay and lesbian visitors 
center last year in New York, 
more than 1,000 companies 
have joined, including local 
gay-owned businesses, major 
hotels, Lincoln Center, and the 
Intrepid Sea-Air Museum, 
which will be the site of a ma¬ 
jor fundraising dance benefit 
during the Gay Games celebra¬ 
tion in June. 

Gilbert says backers of the 
Gay and Lesbian Visitors Cen¬ 
ter in San Francisco hope to 
duplicate the success experi¬ 
enced in New York. Plus, the 
San Francisco Gay 86 Lesbian 
Visitors Center, like counter¬ 
parts in other cities, will do¬ 
nate funds to local gay and les¬ 
bian charities, he says.V 


of it certainly takes a lot of 
courage to do. It shows her con¬ 
viction in her lifestyle and in 
her personal choices,” he 
added.

think, in fact, it’s quite reason¬ 
able. This is an uncommon and 
unusual thing for them to be 
confronted with.” 

As a city employee, Thorne’s 
rights as a transsexual are pro¬ 
tected under San Francisco’s 
anti-discrimination codes 
(Proposition L, which took ef¬ 
fect January 1, 1994). However 
she does acknowledge one 
small irony in her decision: her 
sex change may inadvertently 
limit her promotion 
capabilities. After all, she will 
soon lose her quota status as a 
woman. 

Before going public, Thorne 
said she recently spoke with 
San Francisco’s Human Rights 


Commission, where a repre¬ 
sentative asked her certain 
procedural questions: her age, 
her race, her sex, her sexual 
orientation. 

“And I thought. Oh, my God, 
I’m a white heterosexual 
male,” joked Thorne, who will 
change her name from 
Stephanie Anne to Stephan 
Andrew. “For the first time in 
my life. I’ve become one of 
them!” T

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Kitchen Queers

W hen I taught a 
class on “Gay 
Male Relation¬ 
ships” at City Col¬ 
lege, my students soon grew 
used to my constant lament at 
the paucity of gay couples in 
the mainstream media. The 
most prominent homosexual 
liaisons in the public arena — 
the untidy romances of Mich¬ 
ael Jackson, the cavortings of 
priests at local seminaries — 
are typically closety, hierarch-

ical and exploitive if not abu¬ 
sive. Even positive images — 
the gay kiss on Tales of the 
City, the shadowy existence 
of Tom Hanks’ hunky boy¬ 
friend in Philadelphia —are 
brief, fleeting moments lack¬ 
ing any real contextual root. 

Since gay couples tend to 
be nearly invisible even with¬ 
in the gay community and the 
gay community is nearly in¬ 
visible to the mainstream, 
there’s a double invisibility 
factor to be penetrated simi¬ 
lar to that confronting les¬ 
bians (ignored both for being 
women and queer) and gay 
people of color. But I have 
found a small gap in this wall 
of silence: cooking shows. 

Cooking shows seem to be 
entirely a public TV phe¬ 
nomenon; the big networks 
don’t bother with them. But 
as my new residence gets no 
less than four such stations 
(from San Francisco, San 
Jose, and San Mateo), I can be 
pretty much assured of find¬ 
ing some food shows on rainy 
afternoons. And most of these 
are hosted by gay men. 

One chef, a French dude, 
comes across as pretty 
straight, but in France, unlike 
the U.S., lots of heterosexual 
men cook. A famous local 
Chinese cook, who I continue 
to watch only in the hope of 
someday seeing his thumb fly 
off when he does his showy 
garlic-chopping routine, is 
hard to peg but not exactly 
dripping with machismo. 

Other TV cooks range 
from hopelessly nelly to im¬ 
possibly neutral. The shaved- 
head geek who presents veg¬ 
etarian Indian cooking on 
Channel 32, for example, is 
simply too sexless to deter¬ 
mine an orientation. I put the 
occasional foul-mouthed, pot¬ 
bellied Cajun cooks in this 
category, too. 

None of these gay cooks is 
particularly open in their ori¬ 
entation, and most of them 
are far too narcissistic to 
share their half-hour of glory 
in front of the camera with 


anyone other than entirely 
anonymous assistants. There 
are, however, two important 
exceptions to this, and they 
constitute the sum total, so 
far as I can discern, of gay 
couples appearing regularly 
on TV. 

The high priest 

The first is a rather ob¬ 
scure series produced in 
Georgia that focuses on “ordi¬ 
nary” cooking. The co-hosts 
are two blatant Southern 
queens. They unprofessional- 
ly stumble about their poorly 
designed studio kitchen, bang¬ 
ing into each other as they 
hasten to open numerous cans 
for their “cold war cooking” 
(so called because all the main 
components are suitable for 
stocking up in the bomb shel¬ 
ter). After everything’s been 
dumped into a pot, they dish 
amusingly while they wait for 
their combined-can concoc¬ 
tions to come to a boil. 

It seemed obvious that 
they were homos, but I had 
trouble figuring out if they 
were a bona-fide couple or 
not. I called in my partner for 
a consultation, and after 
watching them for about ten 
minutes (his limit on cook 
shows), we agreed: only lov¬ 
ers could get in each other’s 
way so often without having a 
major cat fight. They can’t 
cook worth a damn, but I en¬ 
joy watching them putter 
about together. 

The other exception is no 
back-station sleeper; rather, 
he’s the high priest of contem¬ 
porary TV cookery, the most 
famous and successful TV 
cook of the decade, ranking 
only after Julia Child and the 
Galloping Gourmet (who now 
hosts a pathetic and boring 
“healthy” food show where he 
spends more time charting 
out eliminated grams of fat 
than he does at the stove). 
Let’s call him The Gourmet. 

The Gourmet, an Episco¬ 
palian priest off-camera, has 
been screening half-hour 
episodes for over a decade, 
and reruns from that entire 
span run continuously. Shows 
from the early period, when 
he established his reputation, 
are full of energetic solo cook¬ 
ing. His most recent work, 
gone to flab with success, 
tends to show him touring the 
culinary capitals of the world, 
or flogging his corporate 
sponsor’s products. But in his 
middle period. The Gourmet 
was an island of gay couple- 
dom on public TV. 

In was in this period that 
his cute assistant, Craig, be¬ 
gan to appear on camera reg¬ 


ularly. At first he was just re¬ 
moving pots and finding lost 
utensils for his slightly dizzy 
daddy (who, like most TV 
cooks, appears to be seriously 
drunk most of the time). Then 
he was occasionally carving 
roasts or presenting some¬ 
thing he’d prepared off-cam¬ 
era. Finally, when The Gour¬ 
met went on his first interna¬ 
tional culinary tour, it was 
Craig he took with him rather 
than his wife. For he does 
have a wife: she appeared in a 
single episode, a large, com¬ 
fortable-looking woman who 
ranked a good 75 out of a 100 
on anyone’s Dyke Potential 
scale. And he has sons, which 
he often mentions (and the el¬ 
der of whom acts pretty 
queer). But it was Craig he 
took along on the tour and 
who he included as co-author 
on his most recent book. 


A hand up 


Aside from what I inferred 
about their mentoring rela¬ 
tionship — it sure looks like 
The Gourmet has given Craig 
both training and a bit of a 
hand up in the world of Food 
— I learned some interesting 
cooperation techniques that I 
could apply to my own life. 
Copying the technique of the 
master and his apprentice, I 
was able to integrate my part¬ 
ner into my previous mono¬ 
poly of the kitchen. 

Successful couples tend to 
divide tasks into spheres of 
expertise, and one of mine is 
the kitchen. But last summer, 
when I was too exhausted 
from my endemic struggle 
with MAC to cook dinner, I 
took to giving my partner 
step-by-step instructions for 
simple meals. Later, when I 
had more energy, I continued 
to solicit his help in the 
kitchen, bolstered by the ex¬ 
ample of The Gourmet (who 
I’d had so much time to 
watch while prostrated with 
fatigue) and needing all the 
help I could get. 

I don’t know the current 
status of The Gourmet and 
Craig, who aren’t openly gay 
so far as I can tell. Perhaps 
they’re endlessly touring the 
gourmet hotspots of the 
world together; maybe Craig 
is currently training a sous- 
chef of his own. Some day an¬ 
other gay couple will sneak 
onto the airwaves, but until 
then I’ll have to make do with 
the occasional rerun of The 
Gourmet’s show. ▼

Cunningham Dance Company 

Blame It on Merce

I t’s hard to know 
whether our times call 
for tears or jubilant cel¬ 
ebration, because what 
was once known as “postmod¬ 
ern” dance is presently dead, 
the victim of its own disdain 
for communicative value. 
Proof of this was supplied in 
the dark last Friday and Sat¬ 
urday nights when scores of 
patrons exited mid-perfor¬ 
mance from Berkeley’s Zeller- 
bach Hall, unable to endure 
the sound torture and move¬ 
ment tedium that define to¬ 
day’s version of the Merce 
Cunningham Dance Compa¬ 
ny. 

Cunningham, after all, is 
the granddaddy of postmod¬ 
ernism, a perspective on 
dance that separates move¬ 
ment from music, eschews 
narrative or thematic content, 
denies emotional resonance, 
and repeats itself ad nauseam 
with a limited selection of 
movement poses. Postmod¬ 
ernism, in essence, is a bunch 
of ideas about dancing — but 
without dance itself. And the 
result of Cunningham’s lega¬ 
cy, really, is that audiences 
have largely stopped attend¬ 
ing “serious” contemporary 
dance. 

For example, when the 
Cunningham troupe visits 
Berkeley, the public’s interest 
warrants only a two-night en¬ 
gagement. Is this an adequate 


response to what we’ve been 
told is one of America’s pre¬ 
miere artists? Of course, the 
cult remains loyal (they whis¬ 
tle and cheer once the free 
thinkers have stomped out in 
disgust). And that’s exactly 
the point: Cunningham no 
longer draws an audience 
with a serious interest in 
dance art, but one composed 
largely of a sect of anti-ex- 
pressionistic, theoretical ideo¬ 
logues. 

Equally fraudulent, our lo¬ 
cal postmodern performers 
have taken their cue from 
Cunningham. But in order to 
combat the lack of any signif¬ 
icant movement vocabulary 
(and the lack of an audience), 
the great innovation of the 
1980s and ’90s has been the

introduction of text. Dance 
has become theatre and, in 
the best of such cases (Joe 
Goode, for example), move¬ 
ment has receded to the sta-

tus of a pleasant background 
visual. 

Overall, the Cunningham 
programs in Berkeley fea¬ 
tured some of the ugliest, 
most repugnant sound scores 
that I have ever, in ten years 
of dance viewing, encoun¬ 
tered. But one “composer,” a 
computer-obsessed nerd by 
the name of David Tudor, de¬ 
serves special recognition. 
His synthesized noise tapes 
are simply brutal to the hu¬ 
man ear, compendiums of 
sound resembling needle 
skips, rubbed balloons, pig 


grunts, duck quacks, stalled 
auto engines, and general, 
ambient aural frenzy. It is in¬ 
conceivable that anyone 
would willingly choose to lis¬ 
ten to Tudor’s noise for pur¬ 
poses of pleasure or cerebral 
stimulation. 

Friday’s program included 
Tudor’s hour-long aural night¬ 
mare called “Neural Network 
Plus” and Saturday’s program 
included his shorter, but 
equally repulsive, “Tone- 
burst’.’The only solution to 
this kind of artistic fraud

Roar, Baby, Roar 

James Baldwin: A Biography by David Leeming, Knopf, $25

J ames Baldwin never 
wanted to be called a 
gay writer, even though 
he gave us one of the 
great gay novels, Gio¬ 
vanni’s Room. He never 
wanted to be known as a 
black writer, though he pro¬ 
duced some of the century’s 
strongest indictments of 
racism in books of collected 
essays such as The Fire Next 
Time. Baldwin wanted to be 
remembered for his work, 
and for his role as witness to 
injustice, to the particularly 
American brand of hypocrisy 
which continues to perpetuate 
oppression. 

By the time of his death 
from cancer in 1987, Jimmy 
Baldwin had been recognized 
for his fiery eloquence as one 
of the immortal authors of 
our time. Now David Leem¬ 
ing, a long-time friend, confi¬ 
dante and secretary to Bald¬ 
win, has published an autho¬ 
rized biography which dis¬ 
sects a tormented personal 
life as much as it chronicles 
an extraordinary career. 

James Baldwin: A Biogra¬ 
phy follows Jimmy from his 
beginning in Harlem, son of 
a self-hating, unloving stepfa¬ 
ther (model for the puritanical 
preacher who goes mad in Go 
Tell It on the Mountain ) and 


a nurturing mother. An ef¬ 
feminate, slight boy with a 
walk scleriosis made “queer”, 
Baldwin found his first outlet 
with the church, honing his 
verbal gifts in the pulpit. Un¬ 
able to reconcile the proscrip¬ 
tions of religion with his bur¬ 
geoning sexuality, he soon 
left the Church and, indeed, 
America, beginning an expa¬ 
triate life in Paris which 
would later bring him to res¬ 
idence in Istanbul and eventu¬ 
al nesting in the South of 
France. 

Close up but sanitized 

Leeming’s accounting of a 
life, while redeemed by the 
level of intimacy with its sub¬ 
ject, is awfully uneven, at 
times repetitive and given to 
awkward transitions between 
life events. Love for Jimmy 
leads him to minimizing Bald¬ 
win’s horrendous alcoholic 
outbursts, hissy fits in which 
he lashed out at whoever was 
close at hand, often close 
friends. Still, the biographer 
does a good job of showing 
how this personal unhappi¬ 
ness, climaxing in four sui¬ 
cide attempts, was linked 
with his public role, as wit¬ 
ness and scribe to a gravely 
ill society. 

Because Leeming was part 
of the scene, he also writes 
convincingly of how a largely

She draws 
an audience in with her inci¬ 
sive comic timing, guffaw-in¬ 
ducing vocal inflections and 
hammy facial contortions, 
making audiences forget the 
three-foot street lamp poking 
out of her French hooker wig 
the moment she starts to sing. 
Expecting more of the same 
light, frothy entertainment 
that has preceded Diamond’s 
first song, patrons sit compla¬ 
cently with boozy grins past¬ 
ed on their faces. Dicunond 
rips into the yearning Burt 
Bacharach-Hal David song 
“Anyone Who Had a Heart.” 
The boozy grins quickly dis¬ 
appear as eyes open wide. 
The song builds. Mouths 
slowly drop open and ears 
train on the raw emotion and 
power emanating from the 
iynamic presence onstage. 
Then, Diamond whips the

Film Festival Buzz: exclu¬

It’s directed by Clara 
Law, Monika Trent and 
Lizzie Borden.

The producers 
edited out the bisexual part, 
however, so that now the sex 
worker’s straight.

plus side, Treut’s film is best 
— it stars Marianne Sage- 
bracht {Baghdad Cafe) in a 
spoof of Basic Instinct. 

The film Mod Fuck Explo¬ 
sion was withdrawn at the 
last minute from the SF Film 
Festival because it wasn’t fin¬ 
ished in time. Let’s hope the 
same thing doesn’t happen to 
the Lesbian & Gay Film Fes¬ 
tival — three of their world 
premiere features are still be¬ 
ing put together, with only 
seven weeks to go. (Last year, 
Richard Glatzer's Grief 
was completed only 24 hours 
before it went on screen.) 

In other news from the 
L/G Film Fest, it was learned 
last week that Peter Reed, 
New York-based director of 
the film Under Heat, has 
died of AIDS. Under Heat, a 
steamy melodrama starring 
Lee Grant, will get its world 
premiere at the 1994 L/G Fes¬ 
tival. This is the third death 
of a Festival filmmaker since 
the organizer’s confirmed the 
schedule. (Marlon Riggs 
died last month, and was pre¬ 
ceded in February by Derek 
Jarman.)

David Mamet's 'Oleanna' 


The Play You'll Love To Hate

I ’ve been coming down 
hard on men and male 
privilege in my life re¬ 
cently, so when my edi¬ 
tor told me to go review 
David Mamet’s Oleanna at 
A.C.T., I began to sharpen my 
teeth. Imagine my surprise 
when I had to use these teeth 
on my own fixed ideas. Not 
that the play isn’t inherently 
misogynist. It is. It’s also an 
unqualified brilliant evening 
of theater, one that should not 
be missed! 

The plot of this three-act 
drama is frighteningly simple, 
yet boiling with conflict just 
beneath the surface. A female 
college student accuses her 
male professor of sexual ha¬ 
rassment. The first act lays 
the groundwork, showing us 
the moment of the , harass¬ 
ment itself; the remaining 
two acts carry the tragedy for¬ 
ward, inexorably illuminating 
how both the man and the 
woman are affected, changed, 
and scarred by the incident. 

With the distance of a day 
or two, it’s easy to say that 
Mamet’s play highlights the 
more universal power strug¬ 
gle between, say, the pundit 
and the oppressed, the reac¬ 
tionary and the rebel, the old 
and the youngs it’s also about 
the landed gentry versus the 
disenfranchised. But for the 
time the audience is sitting in 
the theater, this play is about 


worth seeing. Happily, 
A.CT.’s production of Olean¬ 
na rises to the challenge of 
Mamet’s words. The result is 
an evening of theatrical magic 
— dark magic to be sure — but 
magic nonetheless. 

Performances resonate 

Stephen Markle plays 
John, the overwrought, mid¬ 
dle-aged college professor on 
the verge of a mid-life crisis. 
Mr. Markle turns in an excel¬ 
lent performance; he had me 
jumping out of my chair sev¬ 
eral times (something I 
haven’t done since Jurassic 
Park). He’s at his best during 
the last two acts, brilliantly 
navigating Mamet’s narrow 
straits between rage and un¬ 
derstanding. In the first act, 
Mr. Markle plays well the 
bludgeoning white male au¬ 
thority figure. “Speak up,’’ he 
continually tells the young 
student, as he uses his lan¬ 
guage and, indeed, his body 
language like a sledge ham¬ 
mer to beat her into submis¬ 
sion. It’s when Mamet calls on 
the character to be torn be¬ 
tween his familial obligations 
and his professorial ego that 
Mr. Markle seems a bit in 
over his head, but that’s only 
for a moment, as his overall 
performance is a wonderful 
portrait of modern tragedy. 

Amy Tribbey plays Carol, 
the working class scholarship 
student. Ms. Tribbey seems 
perfectly at home with 
Mamet’s disjointed language;

men and women, it’s about 
sexual harassment, and it’s 
not at all pretty or given over 
to any intellectual debate. It’s 
a gritty piece of in-your-face 
anger, and it’s a joy to see our 
city’s flagship theater take it 
on. 

Mamet’s distinctive writing 
style is that of forced natural¬ 
ism, which he employs in or¬ 
der to convince his audience 
that what his characters are 
doing is in fact “natural.” But 
this is theater, and theater is 
manipulative — the playwright 
wants us to experience some¬ 
thing, and, so, the play is 
crafted toward making us feel 
that. 

“The point of the play,” 
writes Mamet in the playbill, 
“is at the end to ask, ‘How did 
we get here?”’ Mamet is a 
brilliant enough craftsperson 
to get us to that point of 
struggling with deep-rooted 
ideas, to get us to question; 
that’s what makes his plays 


door for the portrait he 
paints, particularly in the 
twists and turns of the play’s 
ending; but I think it would 
be well to remember that 
that’s his fear up there on the 
stage. That’s what he’s 
afraid women will do. It’s the 
timeless fear of all oppressors 
— that those whom they op¬ 
press shall seize power and 
use it to oppress in turn. Sad, 
really, that he doesn’t have it 
in him as an artist to grant 
Carol the dignity and strength 
she deserves through to the 
very end. 

The value of A.CT.’s pro¬ 
duction of Oleanna is that it 
raises questions of language 
and power, without attempt¬ 
ing to supply answers. Kudos 
to director Richard Seyd for 
his compassion, daring, and 
skill, qualities abundantly ev¬ 
ident in this production. Kate 
Edmunds’ set chillingly con¬ 
veys the sense of claustropho¬ 
bia that pervades the narra¬ 
tive. The staff at A.C.T. has 
wisely provided time at the 
end of the weeknight perfor¬ 
mances for a discussion with 
the audience. I found this an 
integral part of the evening, 
nearly as enlightening as the 
play itself. ▼

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she creates a seamless charac¬ 
ter in a virtually unflawed 
breathtaking performance. 
Mamet asks a great deal of 
his actors in this piece. Carol 
must appear vulnerable and 
needy in the first act, and in¬ 
creasingly strong and more 
self-confident as the play pro¬ 
gresses. Ms. Tribbey pulls it 
off without a hitch. 

But here’s the catch: 
Mamet uses his “woman’s 
voice,” in the form of Carol, 
to promote anger towards — 
and fear of — women. Well, 
playwrights populate their 
plays with themselves, in 
much the same way that 
dreamers dream themselves 
in every role they dream. So 
it behooves the audience to 
remember that Carol, the 
character, is an extension of 
Mamet’s paranoia about how 
a woman might deal with the 
situation of sexual harass¬ 
ment. Charges of misogyny 
could well be laid at Mamet’s 
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A Benefit for Theatre Rhinoceros 
featuring fabulous food, 
wild entertainment and 
stunning silent auction!

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The Best of Broadway Continues With 'Hair' 

The Ageless Age of Aquarius 
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was first sung: this is the 
dawning of the age of Aquar¬ 
ius. 

While it may not’ be as 
slick as its offspring {Grease 
through Tommy ), Hair has a 
heart and soul that put the 
rest of The Best of Broadway 
to shame. The slim story line, 
in which members of a com¬ 
munal tribe attend an anti¬ 
war rally, drop acid, and envi¬ 
sion the world as it should be 
and then as it is, is only a 
hook upon which the philo¬ 
sophical outlook of a genera¬ 
tion can be manifest. Ex¬ 
pressed through its delightful¬ 
ly hummable and ultimately 
haunting songs. Hair is a 
J’Accuse which also cleanses 
and uplifts. 

After its sometimes (and 
purposefully) ramshackle 
vaudeville diversions, sexual 
horseplay and youthful romp¬ 
ing, Hair in its brilliant sec¬ 
ond act unleashes a lengthy, 
surprisingly through-com¬ 
posed and brilliantly staged 
sequence that is overwhelm¬ 
ing. As revealed by the im¬ 
passioned players of this re¬ 
vival, it is a glorious pinnacle 
of musical theatre, with an 
impact and beauty most peo¬ 
ple expect to find only in con¬ 
cert hall classics. 

Hair does have its gauche 
moments, and its polymor¬ 
phous sexuality can seem 
both quaint and forced. But, 
in a reworking which is un¬

usually faithful to the spirit of 
the original if not the letter, 
the discipline which created 
even the show’s sloppy mo¬ 
ments is appreciably on view. 
If some of the current soloists 
are a trifle disappointing, 
when massed together they 
are quite a force, and in 
Luther Creek, who plays the 
lead role of Claude, we have a 
performer and singer of oper¬ 
atic intensity. 

' With its script streamlined, 
choreography punched up, 
and set simplified, the form 
and content of Hair are more 
enjoyable and focused than 
ever before, making this re¬ 
vival more than just a time 
machine. The frame of refer¬ 
ence may have changed, but 


this indictment of war and 
sexual repression remains 
timely. 

And if you only know 
Hair through its movie ver¬ 
sion, you don’t know Hair a t 
all. Don’t miss it. Because af¬ 
ter everything else, you’ve 
just got to love a show which 
issues the most simply direct 
utterance of its message from 
the mouth of a drag queen. 
And one more thing: I don’t 
think it’s just that I’m queer, 
but the guys in this revival — 
wow! — are prettier than the 
girls. And they have more 
muscles, too. ▼

Rhino Looks at Queer Comic Strips 

Strip Action

T heatre Rhinoceros 
will wrap up its 16th 
season with a cele¬ 
bration of gay and 
lesbian comic strip characters 
in Out of the Inkwell, which 
opens at Rhino, on the Main- 
stage, May 19 and runs 
through June 25. 

Inkwell is directed by Ar¬ 
turo Catricala, who directed 
Holly Hughes’ The Well of 
Horniness last year and is 
currently directing Tom Am- 
miano’s one-man wonder. 
Regular or Decaf , at the New 
Conservatory. 

Associate Artistic Director 
Doug Holsclaw has been 
working closely with play¬ 
wright Kelly Kittell on the 
scripting of Inkwell’s comic 
strip material. For the pro¬ 
duction, Kittell has adapted 
the works of Tim Barela, Di¬ 
ane DiMassa, Rupert Kinnard 
and Garry Trudeau; other col¬ 
laborators on this pioneering 
project include designers 
Dana Peter Porras, Val Von 
and Malia Lewis, and actors 
Bob Borwick, Robert Coff¬ 
man, Jamie Comer, Coleman 
Domingo, Mary Knoll, Eric 
Newton and John Simpson. 

Veteran actor Robert Coff¬ 
man narrates this celebration 
of the 100th anniversary of 
the comic book as well as the 
25th anniversary of 
Stonewall, by playing Dick, a 
“strip actor’’ who’s made his 
living working in the comics. 
In over 50 years, Dick has 
played all the roles, and, as a 
former “boy wonder,’’ has 
been reduced to a bit player. 
Dick introduces the audience 
to a wide array of characters 
from contemporary queer 
comics: Lenny and Larry, the 


two West Hollywood leather 
queens created by Tim 
Barela; Rupert Kinnard’s 
African-American superheros; 
Bebe and the Diva; Diane 
DiMassa’s lesbian Hot-Head¬ 
ed Paisan, and the dry humor 
of Garry Trudeau’s Andy Lip- 
pincott who’s moved readers 
with his brave and witty 
struggle with AIDS. Main¬ 
stream syndication of 
Trudeau has made Andy per¬ 
haps the most famous gay 
comic strip character 
(Trudeau is again raising gay 
issues with the current com¬ 
ing out of Mark). 

All are presented through 
the eyes of Coffman’s charac¬ 
ter, who, Catricala notes, “has 
seen the bigger picture we 
have only heard about. His is 
the voice of the generation in 
front of us.” 

Catricala is comfortable 
working with the wide stylis¬ 
tic range of Inkwell’s four 
stories. He describes Lenny 
and Larry as “the sit-com of 
the future’’; Kinnard’s charac¬ 
ters as those who require “a 
little magic, as all super¬ 
heroes deserve”; and DiMas¬ 
sa’s delightful dyke as a 
“bombardment” of the audi¬ 
ence. Trudeau’s trademark 
irony was perhaps the most 
difficult of the comic styles to 
adapt for the stage as, ‘“with 
this kind of humor, it’s hard 
to second-guess as a director. 
You need to wait until the au¬ 
dience is in and see what they 
respond to.” 

Catricala’s strengths are 
“knowing how to use the 
tools” of the theatre, such as 
sound and lighting design as 
part of the whole storytelling 
event of theatre, without di¬ 
minishing the primacy of the 
actors. He wants his produc- 
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tion to invite the audience to 
take a journey, and for people 
to leave the theatre thinking 
that that have really been 
transported somewhere by 
the experience. He cites his 
approach to direction as being 
“somewhat epic” in his embel¬ 
lishment of “filters and im¬ 
ages” to the written text. 

Out of the Inkwell seems 
to be the perfect celebration 
of queer culture — just in time 
to honor Stonewall. Catricala 
regards it as “both empower¬ 
ing and uplifting to see this 
work come to life on the 
stage.” ▼

I t is both blessed and 
ironic that Hair, the 
mother of all rock musi¬ 
cals, was included in 
the local Best of Broadway 
season only as a replacement 
for its bastard offspring, 
Grease. The original version 


of that show was a moderate¬ 
ly entertaining mediocrity 
which carried none of the glo¬ 
ries of Hair — a rich, majestic 
and memorable score, and a 
highly moral, personally 
transformative message. Re¬ 
experiencing Hair only con¬ 
firms the optimistic proclama¬ 
tion many of us have cher¬ 
ished in the 25 years since it

This month the LAB will at¬ 
tempt to demonstrate the 
elasticity and coolness of the 
form by presenting experi¬ 
mental works by four Bay 
Area writers whose imagina¬ 
tions wriggle free of realism’s 
stranglehold to voyage be¬ 
yond the demeaning con¬ 
straints of conventional show 
biz. 

This weekend’s offering, 
South Side (or 2 pure girls), 
is a poet’s backward glance at 
growing up white on the 
south side of Chicago. Author 
Camille Roy developed her 
script in close collaboration 
with director Cianna Stewart. 
The two of them recently dis¬ 
cussed the genesis of the 
hour-long performcmce piece. 

“The whole play is a reac¬ 
tion to unspoken racism,’’ said 
Roy, a 38-year-old white dyke- 
with-child. “I wrote this play 
because I felt like I was carry¬ 
ing lots of baggage and I 
wanted to give it a context. 
And that has everything to do 
with growing up on the south 
side of Chicago, an area of the 
city that was marked by 
white flight and a lot of 
racism and corresponding 
racial tension. I grew up with 
all these tensions and pres¬ 
sures that sort of structured 
my reality.” 

White bubbleheads 

When she left Chicago, 
Roy found that while racism 
was ever present, people 
around her seemed to want to 
pretend it wasn’t. Stewart, a 
26-year-old bi-dyke of tint, ex¬ 
plained that “moving from 
the blatant racism of Chicago 
to what it is around here, it 
felt more insidious, because 
everyone thought they were

Although South Side is 
what’s known as poetic the¬ 
ater, Roy says, “It’s not an ab¬ 
stract play. It’s about a lot of 
reed incidents.” She specifies, 
“There are certain things that 
happened in my family with 
drugs, drug overdoses and in¬ 
volvement with the criminal 
justice system, with people 
that were close to my family, 
that I feel are stereotyped as 
being inner city black experi¬ 
ences.” Roy wants to shatter 
the myth of monolithic white 
experience, until, as Stewart 
says, “There is no way to say 
that this is the unified front of 
white community.” 

The challenge, according 
to Roy, is “to come up with a 
way to talk about what really 
happened. And one of the 
things that is a problem with 
any sort of issues around 
racism and how white people 
relate to this is that there’s ab¬ 
solutely no connection be¬ 
tween experience and ab¬ 
stract political rhetorid.” 
South Side aims to jump that 

gap by “focussing on the ex¬ 
perience and trying to turn 
that into some kind of a tool.” 

While the piece tells a sto¬ 
ry, Stewart explains, “It 
doesn’t stay with a timeline 
or a story or a location. It’s 
not abstracted in the sense of 
not living in a particular 
world, it’s just that you don’t 
go into that world in a linear 
fashion. You sort of dive into 
it and come out at different 
points in a poetry fashion.”

I t was a week the histo¬ 
ry books of our queer 
culture were ripped 
open and a new entry 
was made — some folks were 
aware of the significance of 
all that happened, and others 
simply enjoyed the ride. For 
starters, 260 people crowded 
into the small gallery space at 
848 Divisadero St. to see the 
opening of “Our Visions, Our 
Voices,” an exhibit of work 
by photographer Loren 
Cameron.

Long relegated to the 
backseat of the transgender 
minority, FTMs are begin¬ 
ning to make their mark on 
the world — with a bang! The 
question is, Why have FTMs 
been in the dark so long? I 
think the reason is simple: in

over it.” A “Phillipina-euro- 
white mutt” sensitive to both 
sides of the color line, Stew¬ 
art decried multiculturalism a 
la mode: “There’s a lot of 
white people going through 
this ethnic understanding 
thing that doesn’t actually 
have anything to do with real 
comprehension, but has ev¬ 
erything to do with putting 
the word multicultural into 
different groups’ names and 
then being done with it. With¬ 
out really addressing culture

Roy’s aesthetic, then, is¬ 
sues not from any toe-the line 
political correctness but 
rather the poet’s sense of sur¬ 
vival. “It seems really destruc¬ 
tive to me that there are so 
many white people who live 
in these multiracial communi¬ 
ties and they are completely 
inside of this kind of white 
bubble-head,” she said. “In 
Chicago, the whole white 
community would just flee to 
the suburbs as soon as any 
black people moved in. And 
so they really bought their 
way into a reality that was 
sheltered from a lot of things, 
even sheltered from racism.”

Bitter Resolve

C obb County, Georgia 
doesn’t have a good 
reputation among 
gays and lesbians in 
this country, and for good rea¬ 
son. After some of Cobb’s not 
very intelligent homophobes 
got a whiff of a local theater 
company’s presentation of a 
Terrence McNally play that 
had a few almost oblique ref¬ 
erences to homosexuality and 
AIDS, the county exploded 
into the kind of craziness that 
Beautv and the Beast’s “The 
Mob Song’’ hits right on the 
nose: a bunch of hullabaloo 



over something that is almost 
nothing. The end result was 
the withdrawal of arts fund¬ 
ing altogether from the coun¬ 
ty’s very arts-oriented com¬ 
munity. Even now, many in 
the gay community and its 
supporters are protesting the 
selection of Cobb County to 
host the 1996 Summer 
Olympic volleyball games. 

For those interested, the 
play that sparked all the con¬ 
troversy is currently premier¬ 
ing in the Bay Area at the 
Marin Theatre Company. 
Marin, like Cobb County, is a 
somewhat conservative en¬ 
clave, but Lips Together, 


Teeth Apart will have 
much easier ride out here 
than it did in the South. After 
all, earlier this season, the 
Marin Theatre Company did 
more than test the waters 
with the far juicier and more 
outspoken The Sum of Us, 
in which the main character 
is a gay man in search of love. 

There’s not even a gay 
character in Lips Together, 
but the two very heterosexual 
couples who make up the cast 
do talk about them and some¬ 
times to them, conveniently 
shouting to voices offstage or 
watching them in the dis¬ 
tance. 

Homophobic with a 
smile 

Sally Truman (Lisa 
Ramirez) has just lost her 
brother to AIDS. In his will, 
he’s left her a beautiful and

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valuable house on Fire Island. 
She and her husband Sam 
(Dan Hiatt) invite Sam’s old¬ 
er sister Chloe (Lucinda 
Hitchcock Cone) and her hus¬ 
band John (James Carpenter) 
to spend a July 4th weekend 
with them. 

The characters are homo¬ 
phobes, but in McNally’s care¬ 
ful, almost insistent depiction, 
they are nice homophobes. 
Rather than being hateful and 
belligerent, they are merely 
wary and uncertain, not com¬ 
fortable enough to spend an 
,evening with the friendly 
neighbors. 

Even Sally, who has spent 
her life with a gay brother 
she believes she loved, never 
undertook the effort to get to 
know him. As she sits by the 
pool of the house he gave her, 
she readily admits that she 
never wanted to watch him 
dance with his lover, who 
was African-American. In 
fact, they probably never dis¬ 
cussed his sexuality at all. He 
was gay, end of discussion. 

Ramirez plays Sally as 
sympathetic and uncertain. A 
woman who has had a num¬ 
ber of unsuccessful pregnan¬ 
cies, she seriously wants to 
create life, but is constantly 
thwarted by death. 

Sally and the other charac¬ 
ters have passed the stage of 
being angry about their lives, 
and now just wallow in bitter¬ 
ness. This makes for a play 
that spends more time ram¬ 
bling than packing dramatic 
punches. Lee Sankowich’s 
steady direction only furthers 


the blandness of the proceed¬ 
ings. What’s missing are those 
subtle but tell-tale signs that 
the characters may be 
seething with passions. In¬ 
stead, the play just plods 
along. 

But maybe there’s some¬ 
thing to that plodding quality 
that’s good. In our heightened 
world, the gay community of¬ 
ten feels pitted against the 
Cobb County types, and all 
heterosexuals who don’t en¬ 
thusiastically support us. We 
often forget that there are a 
great many people who truly 
do not understand that there 
are as many different kinds of 
gay and lesbian persons as 
there are straight persons, 
whose opinions are tempered 
by a society that allows cer¬ 
tain kinds of hate-mongering 
and reflect it, basically be¬ 
cause they haven’t taken the 
time to reconfigure what 
they’ve been told — and 
shown — all their lives. 

Lips Together, Teeth 
Apart presents these kinds of 
people, and puts their atti¬ 
tudes toward homosexuality 
in the perspective of their 
own problems and fears. But 
the strongest statement the 
play makes — and this was 
probably most frightening to 
many citizens of Cobb County 
— is that gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple are a part of our world, 
and there is no denying that.

our culture, with its either/or 
picture of gender, there’s an 
attendant one-up/one-down 
mentality; and women are the 
ones down. So, when a man 
becomes a woman in this cul¬ 
ture, it’s considered a loss of 
status, a joke; the male-to-fe- 
male is traditionally a clown 
when seen through the eyes 
of the dominant culture. 

However, when a woman 
becomes a man, it’s consid¬ 
ered dangerous. The sacred 
male territory, the inviolate 
land of power and privilege, 
has been breached, and this is 
perceived as threatening by 
the dominant culture. It’s the 
FTMs, I believe, who are go¬ 
ing to signal the death knell 
to the patriarchy. Huzzah! 

You can take part in this 
amazing revolution. You can 
see Mr. Cameron’s work at 
848 Divisadero St.: over forty 
photographs of male, female 
and other transgendered peo¬ 
ple, each with an accompany¬ 
ing piece of text in most cases 
written by the subject of the 
photo. It’s the first time the 
transgendered have been por¬ 
trayed by a transgendered 
photographer. 


And you can go see Mr. 
Harrison’s performance of 
FTM, a wise and witty ex¬ 
cursion through the middle- 
ground of gender, being one 
man’s journey to discover the 
nature of his masculinity and 
his manhood.

Eternal Gizmo 

In Cronos, a 16th-century 
alchemist creates an insect¬ 
like gizmo that grants its 
owner eternal life. By the 
1990s, the device has come 
into the hands of a Veracruz 
antiques dealer, but the in¬ 
struction manual is held by a 
dying American with a nasty 
henchman of a nephew. The 
idea of immortality (literally, 
in the form of the gizmo) 
bites the dealer, but without 
the guidebook he messes 
things up and keeps running 
afoul of Mr. Nasty. Director 
Guillermo del Toro creates 
highly tactile imagery, uses 
sound well and nervily ca¬ 
reens between the fantastic 
and the ridiculous. Unfortu¬ 
nately, for all its technical vir¬ 
tuosity, Cronos barely re¬ 
flects on the philosophical is¬ 
sues it raises. The picture is a 
fun ride to nowhere, though.

Although Germi¬ 
nal is an involving, well-acted 
yarn, the film’s prettiness — it 
was shot in CinemaScope and 
art directed within an inch of 
its life — constantly upstages 
the gravity of its narrative. 
Coal mines and miners never 
looked this spiffy, except per¬ 
haps in Steven Spielberg’s 
brain. Germinal was report¬ 
edly a big hit in Berri’s native 
France, which leaves one 
question. If the French went 
for this, why is Euro Disney 
such a flop?

Positive Composers on Disc

A new compact disc 
from Catalyst 
records. Memento 
Bittersweet, features 
five gifted composers with 
more than talent in common 
— all are, or were, HIV posi¬ 
tive. 

Without a doubt, the cru- 
elest reality of the AIDS epi¬ 
demic has been the prema¬ 
ture loss of so many promis¬ 
ing artists. Every field of the 
arts has suffered, but perhaps 
none as deeply as classical 
music. There is no surplus of 
talent in this are^ every loss 
is a catastrophe. 

Executive producer Tim 
Page, in his excellent liner 
notes accompanying the CD, 
likens the current situation to 
England after World War I, 
when an entire generation of 
young men was slaughtered, 
leaving behind fragments of 
novels, chamber music, poet¬ 
ry and tantalizing short sym¬ 
phonic works. 

Catalyst is an enterprising 
subdivision of BMG/ Classics 
devoted to recording the best 
and most intriguing works by 
modern composers. With Me¬ 
mento Bittersweet a portion 
of each purchase will be do¬ 
nated to Classical Action: Per¬ 
forming Arts Against AIDS. 
Everything about this project 
speaks of genuine concern 
and loving appreciation, from 
the consistently good per¬ 
forming standards and sound 
quality, to the excellent bi¬ 
ographies of the composers 
included in the CD. 

Three of the writers repre¬ 
sented have already died of 
AIDS (two during the plan¬ 
ning of the disc); another is se¬ 
riously ill; only one remains 
asymptomatic. Do not be mis¬ 
led, however, there is nothing 
grim or tragic about this disc. 
The compositions are by 
turns witty, powerful and 
technically dazzling. 

The album’s title is de¬ 
rived from the opening selec¬ 
tion by Fred Hirsch — Tango 
Bittersweet for piano and 
cello. The composer essays 
the piano part with lilting 
ease and Erik Friedlander is 
a characterful accompanist. 
The name says it all; the 
piece rivals the great tango 
king, Astor Piazzolla, for 
melancholy charm and 
melody. 

The next selection is the 
longest and, perhaps, most 
ambitious work on the disc, 
Kevin Oldham’s Concerto for 
Piano, Opus 14. The compos¬ 
er checked himself out of the 
hospital to rehearse and later 
premiere the score with his 
hometown orchestra, the 
Kansas City Symphony. He 
died six weeks later, knowing 
he’d made a great success. 

It is fitting that the same 
orchestra backs the estimable 
British pianist Ian Hobson for 
the Catalyst recording. The 
Concerto is a breezy tour de 
force that recalls American 
composers as diverse as Bern¬ 
stein, Gershwin and Sond¬ 
heim. If Rachmaninoff had 
been born on these shores, his 
first Concerto might have 
sounded like this. 

Its three movements are 
blessed with good tunes, from 
the sober opening to the bril¬ 
liant mercurial finale. This is 
not innovative music, but it 
is technically secure, enter¬ 
taining and tells of a talent 
that should have given us 


much, much more. 

Chris DeBlasio’s God Is 
Our Righteousness uses the 
offbeat combination of pipe- 
organ and guitar to great ef¬ 
fect. The piece is full of good 
ideas and is tremendously lis- 
tenable. 

Triad-O-Rama, by Lee 
Gannon, features members of 
the Aspen Wind Quintet. This 
is striking music that really 
caught my fancy. It’s full of 
good tunes and the part writ¬ 


ing is remarkably dexterous. 
The effect is reminiscent of 
Samuel Barber’s Summer 
Music. This is arguably the 
most original music on the 
disc. Gannon is also concise — 
he says everything he needs 
to in less than twelve min¬ 
utes. 

The final selection by 
Calvin Hampton is another 
duet of technical bravura, this 
time for organ and English 
horn. Variations on “Amazing 


Grace” is true to its name and 
takes the hymn through tur¬ 
moil and serenity to a peace¬ 
ful conclusion. Organist Harry 
Huff deserves special mention 
for both performances on the 
disc. 

For those who want more 
information about Classical 
Action, the address is includ¬ 
ed in the liner notes. Tim 
Page, producers Andre Gau¬ 
thier and Cynthia B. Herbst, 
and Catalyst have given us an 
important collection that is 
not only pleasurable, but is 
also an important reminder of 
the serious times in which we 
live. ▼

James Baldwin, we learn, 
explained his love of reading 
an earlier great expatriate, 
Henry James, by describing 
their shared theme, “the fail¬ 
ure of Americans to see 
through to the reality of oth¬ 
ers.” The great thing about 
Baldwin is that he told it like 
he saw it. He was a literary 
lion who needed to roar. Jim¬ 
my was a prophet and wit¬ 
ness to truth, reminding us 
that the cause of urban vio¬ 
lence is poverty, brought to 
us by an economic system 
based on greed. He spoke out 
on the evil of the Vietnam 
War, pointing out to white au¬ 
diences that it was largely 
black boys being sacrificed. 
And he had the makings of a 
great queer activist. To a 1982 
Black & White Men Together 
meeting in New York he 
spoke on “Race, Racism and 
the Gay Community”: “One 
has to reject, in toto, the im¬ 
plication that one is abnor¬ 
mal. That is a sociological and 
societal delusion that has no 
truth at all. I’m no more ab¬ 
normal than General Douglas 
MacArthur.” Roar on, Jimmy 
B. ▼ 


Genet’s Les Negres was an 
important influence on Bald¬ 
win’s play Blues for Mister 
Charlie.

movement, his work spoke 
for itself. Not only the classic 
Giovanni’s Room — in which 
the gay lovers were white be¬ 
cause publisher Alfred A. 
Knopf found the prospect of 
black homos just too much to 
bear — but later novels Anoth¬ 
er Country and Just Above 
My Head, among others, in¬ 
cluded major black homosex¬ 
ual characters in their casts. 
Characteristically, Baldwin 
considered his novels para¬ 
bles. Giovanni’s Room, he 
said, was not about gay love, 
but “about what happens to 
you if you don’t tell the truth 
to yourself.” Even the autobi¬ 
ographical elements of his fic¬ 
tion Baldwin subordinated to 
larger issues, insisting that 
even his own life was an alle¬ 
gory of societal ills. 

Leeming overromanticizes 
Baldwin’s early years in 
Paris: “Life was casual at the 
Verbeuil. If someone had 
something — food, a room, a 
coat, a typewriter, money, al¬ 
cohol, hashish — it was for all 
to share.” And there is much 
rote compiling of his comings 
and . goings from the Conti¬ 
nent to America. Still, the 
book profits immensely from 
the hypershortened distance 
between author and subject. 

Biography takes a sudden 
turn towards memoir in Istan¬ 
bul, where Baldwin an¬ 
nounces he needs Leeming 
“in his arms as well as in his 
office.” (The author accepted 
the post of amanuensis, de¬ 
clined the role as lover.) This 
part of the book comes alive. 
The streets of Istanbul re¬ 
minded Baldwin of Harlem, 
and Leeming quotes him feel¬ 
ing relief “to deal with people 
who, whatever they are pre¬ 
tending, are not pretending to 
be Christians.” 

The use of a sometimes in¬ 
trusive first person turns 
poignant when Leeming is 


formers is extremely limited); 
and there’s the familiar recita¬ 
tion of little hops, rotating 
arms, and rapid walking. It’s 
all very purist, like a slowly 
moving tableau of slightly 
awkward sculptural figures. 
But it’s also boring and even 
terrifying in its emotional 
void. And this, I suspect, is 
why the master of postmod¬ 
ernism can only fill the house 
for two nights running. 

The most engaging dance 
(on Saturday’s program) was 
Doubletoss (1993), set to 
Takehisa Kosugi’s “Transfig¬ 
urations,” a curious, quirky 
piece filled with underwater 
beep-and-squeek noises. Cun¬ 
ningham’s choreography di¬ 
vided the dancers into two 
classes: those wearing kinky, 
black mesh costumes and 
those dressed in dance re¬ 
hearsal clothes. The relation¬ 
ship between the groups was 
never clear, but a mood of se¬ 
duction, resulting in apparent 
expiration, vaguely suffused 
the dance. As always, the 
Cunningham dancers per¬ 
formed with great precision 
and clarity. 

In sum, the best that can 
be said about performances 
by the Merce Cunningham 
Dance Company is that they 
function as a living requiem 
for the past. Cunningham 
dances enshrine a host of 
ideas that once seemed to de¬ 
fine the meaning of the avant 
garde. But, alas, the march of 
time is relentless and Merce, 
in the singularity of his vi¬ 
sion, has become hopelessly, 
almost tragically, antique. ▼

would entail sentencing the 
noise-maker to 24-hours in 
public stocks and forcing him 
to listen to his own sound pol¬ 
lution on high-volume head¬ 
phones. From a slightly more 
sober perspective, Tudor il¬ 
lustrates the extreme dilem¬ 
ma of sound technicians who 
have no significant training 
(or understanding) of rhythm, 
structure, melody, or tone col¬ 


or, and no desire to communi¬ 
cate for expressive purposes. 

Although less abrasive, the 
same could easily be said of 
Cunningham’s movement. It 
really hasn’t changed a whit 
in 20 years, despite the more 
recent introduction of com¬ 
puter-assisted movement 
strategies. Cunningham, like 
Martha Graham or Rudolf 
Nureyev in the latter parts of 
their careers, just doesn’t 
know when to quit. His 
dancers are still moving in 
their mostly private cubes of 
space (contact between per-

parasitic entourage would be¬ 
come a drain on Baldwin’s 
productivity and resources, no 
less a hindrance to great work 
than a spotty love life which 
left Jimmy frustrated and un¬ 
fulfilled. 

Of course, this was a life 
also filled with triumph and 
creative success. In his essays, 
plays and fiction James Bald¬ 


win proved himself a power¬ 
ful prophet of the racial con¬ 
flagration which would engulf 
his country. He was unafraid 
to tell white liberal intellectu¬ 
als, whose ear he had from 
his earliest success, truths 
about themselves they’d nev¬ 
er heard — about their com¬ 
plicity in the overt violence 
against blacks in the South, 
about the burden of their 
“sexual paranoia” regarding 
black males. 

Although Baldwin avoided 
a public stance on the gay

adoration, like teenagers at a 
rock concert. 

No complaints 

Sitting at a cabaret table 
on the empty main floor of 
the Club Fugazi, Beach Blan¬ 
ket’s home, the diva herself 
is giving audience. At 43, Di¬ 
amond may be the star on 
stage, but out of the spotlight, 
she prefers to go about her 
business unnoticed. She says 
she has reached a happy point 
in her life. “People ask me 
why I’m not sick of doing the 
show after 16 years,’’ Dia¬ 
mond says. “I don’t know 
what to tell them. I love what 
I do. I’m happy. To ask for 
anything more would be fool¬ 
ish.’’ When Diamond says 
she’s happy and prefers to 
leave the world of celebrity 
behind for the small joys of 
the North Bay home she 
shares with her husband 
Steve (who plays the trumpet 
in the Beach Blanket band), 
you believe her. 


Aside from the thrill of 
performing, one of Diamond’s 
greatest pleasures is working 
for causes dear to her heart. 
This year she is the honorary 
chair for the AIDS Emergen¬ 
cy Fund. Hoping to repeat 
the success of last year. Dia¬ 
mond will once again grace 
the organization’s float in the 
Gay Pride Parade and sing 
her heart out on the streets. 
“I’ve lost so many friends I 
can’t even...’’ Diamond pauses 
and slumps in her chair. “I 
keep hoping I’ll get numb. I 
wait for that. Please, let me 
get out of the pain. But I feel 
everything. I see my friends 
so sick, and I feel so stupid 
and helpless. A friend told me 
I should do what I do to make 
people feel better. I should 
sing, I should entertain. It 
seems so...I guess that’s it. 
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She may be shy and pri¬ 
vate off stage, but once she’s 
on. Diamond feeds off the au¬ 
dience’s energy. “It’s great 
when you think about it,” she 
says. “It’s a packed house ev¬ 
ery night, and they’re just 
waiting to have a good time. 
They’re not sitting on their 
hands. They want to laugh! 
I’m up there and I love mak¬ 
ing them laugh. There’s no 
wall. The Club Fugazi is 
small enough that I can see 
all their faces. Everybody’s 
laughing together, and it feels 
like a home.” 

Making them laugh comes 
naturally to Diamond, but 
what gives her even more 
pleasure is making them cry. 
“When I’m up there. I’m feel¬ 
ing everything I’m singing 
about. If I’m crying during a 
song, it’s real. If I can focus 
on the emotion of the song, I 
get a tremendous release. The 
more I get into it the better I 
feel. It’s a challenge, you 
know, to make ‘em listen and 
not to see my costume while I 
sing. I work hard, and I make 
them see me and feel the 
song. I don’t want people just 
to sit and listen. I want them 
to feel the song. I torture 
them! I twist the knife right 
into ‘em. I love it!”

Over the years. Diamond 
has seen Beach Blanket 
change, but, she notes, the au¬ 
dience has also changed.

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Bowlers Helping Bowlers 
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by Miyeko Keen 

W hen it was estab¬ 
lished six years 
ago, some people 
laughed, others 


called it a fringe group too 
odd to survive. Today, San 
Francisco Bowlers Emergen¬ 
cy Aid Relief (SF BEAR) has 
become an anchor of the San 
Francisco gay and lesbian 


bowling community and a 
model for other groups across 
the country, 

SF BEAR was created by 
the gay and lesbian bowling 
community to assist fellow 
bowlers with life-threatening 
illnesses or debilitating condi¬ 
tions. Since 1990, SF BEAR 
has given out over $46,000 to 
bowlers in need. Over 97 per¬ 
cent of these beneficiaries are 
individuals with AIDS. 

SF BEAR provides grants 
up to $1000 per year to eligi¬ 
ble bowlers for rent, utilities, 
medical assistance, food, 
bowling fees and funeral costs 
for partners. This past year 
alone, BEAR provided nearly 
$15,000 in grants to 25 benefi¬ 
ciaries. The group also pro¬ 
vides holiday food certificates 
to needy bowlers at Thanks¬ 
giving and during Christ¬ 
mas/Chanukah secison. 

The group realized that 
while larger organized aid 
programs offered by the city, 
state and federal governments 
were an important necessity 
for the terminally ill, the addi¬ 
tional option of support pro¬ 
vided by a grass-roots organi¬ 
zation composed of friends 
and peers would be not only 
comforting for those in need, 
but also help the community 
meet some of the financial 
challenges presented by 
AIDS and other terminal ill¬ 
nesses. 

“The financial and human 
costs that diseases such as 
AIDS have extracted from 
the community have been 
tremendous,” explains Tim 
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Knies, President of SF 
BEAR. “By setting up a sup¬ 
port effort at a grass-roots lev¬ 
el, we believe we can take 
some of the burden off the 
charitable infrastructure here 
in the Bay Area.” 

The tight network of over 
800 Bay Area gay and lesbian

league bowlers serves as a 
community in itself and made 
it easy for BEAR to establish 
a support structure. Because 
SF BEAR has no staffing ex¬ 
penses, all money raised goes 
directly to services. Over 50 
percent of the grant money in 
1993 came from gay and les¬ 
bian bowlers in leagues 
housed at Japantown Bowl 
and Park Bowl. The remain¬ 
der was generated through 


fundraising efforts and indi¬ 
vidual benefactors. Bowlers 
support BEAR by passing a 
jar on league nights, holding 
raffles or contributing 
through a set weekly fee. 

Want to set a trend 

One of the group’s primary 
goals was to help lother 
groups develop a similar 
grass-roots aid relief effort. In 
addition to doing outreach in 
bowling communities across 
the country, SF BEAR, this 
past year, worked with the 
Gay Softball League (GSL) in 
facilitating the start-up of the 
Softball Players Emergency 
Aid Relief (SPEAR). With 
guidance from BEAR, the 
GSL is setting up the neces¬ 
sary non-profit status, admin¬ 
istrative records, beneficiary 
guidelines and fundraising 
plans to get SPEAR off the 
ground. 

BEAR stands as an exam¬ 
ple of how a group can com¬ 
bine its resources to generate 
a new source of income to 
help support those with life- 
threatening diseases. For

Team Tennis in 
Full Swing

W hile Sports Illus¬ 
trated magazine 
recently pro¬ 
claimed that pro¬ 
fessional tennis is on the 
skids, all indicators here in 
the Bay Area show that, for 
gay men and lesbians, tennis 
is on a roll. 

The Gay and Lesbian Ten¬ 
nis Federation (GLTF) of San 
Francisco is about 250 strong. 
The largest turnout ever — 
more than 380 players — is ex¬ 
pected for the upcoming Unit¬ 
ed States Gay Open tourna¬ 
ment, scheduled for the end 
of May. And Team Tennis 
season is in full swing. 

With eight teams compet¬ 
ing over an eight-week season 
on Sundays at City College, 
the GLTF’s Team Tennis 
makes room for power hit¬ 
ters, hackers, and everyone in 
between. Each six-player 
team has two players at each 
of three levels (A, B, and C) 
and every player competes in 
a singles match and a doubles 
match each week. Or, as the 
league director, Fred Baysa, 
measures it, one weekend 


translates to the uncorking of 
64 cans of tennis balls. 

“We’ve brought in a lot of 
new players. This is a fun 
way for players to find other 
players of their own level,” 
said Baysa, who has been in¬ 
volved with Team Tennis for 
three years. “This year we’ve 
attracted more women play¬ 
ers,” and thanks to strong fi¬ 
nancial support from spon¬ 
sors, players pay only fifteen 
dollars for eight weeks of 
competition. 

“We hope that everyone re¬ 
members that we’re here for 
fun,” said Baysa, who added, 
“though there are people who 
are competitive, and that’s 
okay too.” 

That magical combination 
of competition and fun seems 
to be exactly what the pro 
tour is missing. Bored fans 
and apathetic prima donna 
players are just two of the fac¬ 
tors in what Sports Illustrat- 
e d called “The Sorry State of 
Tennis.” As evidence, there’s 
a photograph of Jim Courier 
and the claim that “Courier 
spoke volumes about the state

You will find neither bore¬ 
dom nor apathy at the 
GLTF’s Team Tennis.
